UP” The reign of terror in Austria, instigated and 
abetted by Nazi brother “heroes” across the 

border, has had its inevitable sequel, and other nations must 
now realise—if some of their statesmen who have consorted 
with Nazism, or politely overlooked its abominations, have 
not before now—the sinister menace which broods over Europe. At 
the moment of writing, the information from Austria is meagre. 
Our Correspondent in Vienna sends a re-assuring statement about 
the Jewish position, but the general outlook for our co 
religionists must be one of anxiety. Although it was always, in 
recent times, precarious, yet Dr. Dollfuss had unfailingly 
stood between the Jews and trouble, and shown himself a 
friend, within the limits enforced by the presence of a strong 
anti-Jewish agitation and the prudent desire not to make too 
marked a show of his goodwill to Jews. This protection continued 
during and after his suppressioh of last February's Socialist 
revolt (a suppression carried out -with the ruthlessness characteristic 
of dictatorships’. With the death of Dollfuss the Austrian Jews 
are bereft of a strong protector. If the Nazis force their way 
to power, Austrian Jewry will follow their German brethren 
into the pit. If they fail momentarily and a period of chaos 
supervenes, the insecurity of the Jews will be gravely intensified. 
If. Heaven forbid, Vienna should turn out to be a second Serajevo, 
no one could predict what would befall Austrian Jewry, or, for that 
matter, many of their co-religionists elsewhere. More than one 
country has found it. necessary to stamp out the Nazi organisation 
within its borders. Is not the time at hand when the civilised 
peoples should at last unite in giving notice to the madmen and 
tvrants at Berlin that they will. refuse to have any further truck 
with them, and that the perpetual disturbance they create, therr 
flouting of buman rights. their threat to international peace, and 
their reign of the bomb and the bullet which bids fair to reduce a 
great tract of Europe to barbarism, must be made an end of once 


for all. It is not only the fate of a few hundred thousand Jews that 
is at stake!

THE polite letters exchanged between Lord Rothermere and 
Sir Oswald Mosley contirm the inference, which 
LORD must have already been drawn from sundry 
ROTHERMERE’S premonitory symptoms, that the alliance between 
BREAK WITH the DAILY MAIL and the British brand of Fascism 
FASCISTS is, as “the Italian Jew,’ Disraeli, would have 
said, “ not only dead, but damned.” Thus ends an 
intimacy which many have regretted, and which could only have 
ended in consequences which many of those directly affected 
might have had reason to deplore. We congratulate the MAIL on the 
divorce now pronounced, and trust that the decree is not “ nisi” 
but “absolute.” We are not concerned here with the larger 
“ divergences”’ which have brought about the separation. It is 
only the Jewish aspect of these differences which interests us qua 
Jews, and it is tothis that a word of reference is due. In the letter 
from Sir Oswald Mosley which opened the correspondence the 
writer recapitulated his old threadbare charges against 
the Jewish people. In his reply, Lord Rothermere detailed the 
divergences that existed between the two former allies. One of 
these was that “ ghave also made it quite clear in my conversations 
with you that I never could support any movement with an anti- 
Semitic bias.’ The statement demonstrates that the tortuous 
disclaimers by the Fascists of any racial persecution, in the same 
breath in which the Jews are attacked, have not deceived Lord 
Rothermere. After reading Sir Oswald's letter he reiterates his 
hostility to a movement with an “ anti-Semitic bias.” 


THE JEWISH CHRONICLE itself has never hitherto charged 
the Fascists with anti-Semitism. It has only

From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE ‘of July 25th, 1884

THE outlook is not bright. Of American Judaism there is no reason to 
despair, any more than there is reason to despair of Judaism all the 
world over. The religion has successfully passed through dangers far 
greater than those which menace it across the Atlantic. Our 
apprehensions are reserved for the numerous body of persons in 
America who, at present Jews, may not improbably drift away 
altogether from Judaism. We fear that, unless the movement now in 
progress among our American coreligionists be stayed, not a few of 
them will ultimately be divorced from their ancestral faith. It seems 
to us that the measures which the progressionist party would adopt to 
avert this disaster are calculated to hasten it. Sunday services and 
the elimination of Hebrew from the Prayer Book, far from strengthen. 
ing the slender bonds which attach advanced Jews to their religion, 
will rather have the effect of weakening them. No one who 
attentively reads this journal will accuse us of ultra-orthodox views. 
We have repeatedly advocated changes whenever they have appeared 
to us to be suggested by the requirements of the age. But those 
changes have in every case been moderate, and have not affected 
essentials. Moreover, our appeals have been made to authority. 
The irresponsible and dangerous innovations of individuals we have 
always deprecated.

| Mr. MORRIS BISCHOFSWERDER 

iFrom our Correspondent—Hut] 

On Friday last, Mr. Morris Bischofswerder, late of Penzance, 
passed away at St. Michael's Mount, Hull, at the age of 78. Mr. 
; Bischofswerder was the last remaining member of the old 
Jewish Community of Penzance, when he left that town. 
His departure, in 1913, meant the closing of the old Syna- 
gogue there, established more than one hundred years previously, 
and in which, towards the end, he was the solitary worshipper. 
He was born in Germany, but at an early age—his father, the late 
Rev. Isaac Bischofswerder, having received an appointment as 
Chazan-Shochet to the Penzance Community—was brought to 
that town, together with his family of brothers. The deceased 
made his home there for upwards of fifty years. He married Julia 
Josephs. who was a member of one of the oldest families of that 
community, and who pre-deceased him twenty-four years ago, and 
was the last person to be buried in the Penzance Cemetery. He 
came over to Hull about twenty years ago and made his home with 
his late brother George. He leaves a daughter, Mrs. Rittenberg, of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and a son, of Southsea. The Rey. J. Freedberg 
officiated at the funeral, which was at the Delhi Street Cemetery on 
Sunday. 


Mr. BARON HARRIS 


An indefatigable -worker in the Manchester Community, 
especiallyfor the Park Place Synagogue and its attached Societies, has 
been lost by the death, at the age of sixty-one, of Mr. Baron Harris. 
The late Mr. Harris was a Past Warden and Presiding Warden of 
the Synagogue and was on the Council of Founders of the Syna- 
gogue.

The Rey. JACOB PHILLIPS writes: 
By the death of Baron Harris the Manchester Congregation of British 
. Jews has sustained a profound loss. He had occupied every important 
position in the Congregation, and was for a number of years its Presiding 

Warden. He was one of the founders of our Social Circle and its adjuncts, 

and acted as President of the organisation for several years to the day of 
his death ; and it will be difficult, if not impossible, to find a successor to 
replace him in the position to which he devoted all the strength of his 
heart and mind and soul. Baron Harris was a man of clean hands, of 
clean spirit and of unfaltering rectitude. Righteousness was his very 
breath, the sole atmosphere in which he could and would live. Integrity, 
not only of deed but also of thought, kindness which expressed itself 
not merely in formal charity but in tenderness and sympathy towards 
all, purity that pervaded his whole being, enthusiasm for every good 
cause—such were the qualities that made him an honour to Manchester 
Jewry. My dear friend manifested his loyalty to his religion by 
every means in his power. No sacrifice that he was able to make on 
behalf of his faith was too great. He welcomed every opportunity 
to further the spiritual power of which the Synagogue is the focal point. 
In his Judaism he was consistent, fearlesss and fervent. At no time, 
even in his darkest moments, did that faith in the Almighty, His provi- 
dence and His justice waver. To the dear companion of his life, who has 
nursed and watched over him with such tenderness and loving-kindness, 
and to the devoted children, our hearts go out in deepest sympathy.

| Mrs. ELLEN LEVY 

We have to report the death of Mrs. Ellen Levy, for nearly fifty 
years matron of the Home for Aged Jews. The funeral was on 
Tuesday at Willesden Cemetery. 

Messrs. E. L. and MArK L. GREEN, nephews of the decenced. 
write: 

Our aunt’s connection with the work to which she devoted the wh |- 
of her long working life started in about the year 1877, when shé becam: 
Matron of the Widows’ Home, then in Great Prescott Street. At that 
time there was a similar institution known as the “ Hand-in-Hand Asylu:, 
for Aged and Decayed Tradesmen.” This was at Weliclose Square, F.. 
and it eventually moved to 23, Weil Street, Hackney. Abt a later date 
the Widows’ Home also moved—right next door, and for some years the 
two institutions existed both figuratively and literally side by side. I» 
due course the Matron of the “ Hand-in-Hand” retired. It was then o1: 
aunt became Matron of the combined institutions. We well remembe: 
the joint title on the old-fashioned gas lamps on the railings. Itis remar\ 
able how an aptitude for serving the Community seemed to run in the 
family to which our Aunt belonged. Before marriage she bore the same 
surname as those great Anglo-Jews, the Revs. A. L. Green and A. A. 
Green to whom she was a close blood relation. As far back as 1847 (the 
year before her birth) her great-uncle, Abraham Green, had been President 
of the same Widows’ Home; and the founding of the Jewish Home 
(originally, and inaccurately, called the vewish Workhouse) by Abraham 
Green’s son, Solomon A. (Sholey) Green, must be one of the happicst 
incidents in the story of Anglo-Jewish Communal Charity. So the 
Jewish Home flourished at Stepney Green, and the combined Instity 
tions at Well Street until, as was inevitable, all were merged into the 
Home for Aged Jews, and finally taken to their present magnificent 
quarters at Nightingale Lane, where our aunt ruled as joint matron 
for the best part of twenty years. She was always grateful to the 
Community for making her last years—her years of retirement—so happy 
and care-free. But those few brief years she had well earned by her 
nearly fifty years of stewardship which, even within our memory, were 
not years of mere managemocnt and administration but of hard domesti: 
toil—baking, making and mending—as well. She was a woman of strony 
and resolute character, which well fitted her for her task; and the 
universal respect in which she Was justly held is a happy memory that 
we proudly share with her many other kinsfolk and friends. 


Dre. HENRY SIMONIS 

We regret to record the death on Wednesday of Dr. Henry 
Simonis at the age of tifty-five. Dr. Simonis studied in Munich. 
Freiberg and Berlin, where he took his Doctorate in Law. He was 
for many years a member of the B'nai B'rith. He was a member o! 
the Royal Society of Arts and of the Jewish Historical Society. Fo: 
many years he was a member of the West London Synagogue and 
had been on the Council since 1930. He helped to re-organise the 
Education Committee, being keenly.interested in the religions 
education of children, and it is to him that the Synagogue owes the 
idea of a junior membership for young people after their confirma 
ation. He married a daughter of the late A. Borgzinner and is sur- 
vived by her and by four daughters and two sons. The funeral is 
this (Friday) afternoon at half-past three at the West London 
synagogue Cemetery at Golders Green. 


Mr. HARTOG GROENEWOUD, who died recently, was the last of 
the original members of the Dalston Synagogue who still worshipped 
there. Aithough in his eighty-eighth year, he attended Service on Sabbath 
morning and, on returning home, passed away in his.chair. Anextremely 
pious and charitable man, he was universally beloved. He leaves a 
widow, two sons and six daughters. Among his sons-in-law are Mr. Julius 
Hirsch (formerly Minister to the Bournemoufh Congregation) and Myr.

ce War is War 


| AM a stern boycotter of German goods. I plumped for the boy- 
cott from the earliest days. I wrote an article in these columns, 
‘1 which I advocated it in language which not even the most 
obfuscated mind or the most dyed-in-the-wool boycotter could 
mistake. What I am going to say now may lead hasty critics to class 
me among the weak-kneed. Don't believe them! I hold fast to my 
syst views. I have not receded from them by a fraction of an inch. 
tint I feel bound to explore some of the problems that have arisen 
.1 the operation of the boycott—difliculties that are often discussed 
iut never resolved. That is the reason for what follows. Only that, 
nd nothing more! 


No” in the first place it is all very well to proclaim a boycott. 
“ The question is whether it has to be rigidly enforcei in the 
‘otalitarian ” spirit. Is it to be maintained as an unalterable 
‘aw. subject to no limitations or exceptions, without regard 
‘o special circumstances—a sort of a juggernaut. rolling over 
. whole commercial field. completely heedless of the persons 
who may be crushed under its wheels? I ask these questions in 
rder to elucidate the position. Take the case of a man whose 
whole living depends upon his German trade, which he cannot 
insfer elswhere. -I have been told of such cases. He may be old in 
ars. He may have many dependents. If he makes the grand 
sacrifice and cuts his German connections, he throws away his 
livelihood. He is tooold to start again. He may not have the money 
to risk in a new enterprise. He becomes a burden to his friends, or 
falls on charity—perhaps some charity to which he has himself been 
generous contributor in the past! ‘Take a _ perhaps 
extreme instance which has been brought to my notice. A trader 
was a purchaser of varieties of German goods before the Hitler 
frenzy seized the Reich. He has found alternative sources of supply 
for most of them, but not for several important articles. If he 
ceases to stock them, his customers wil! go elsewhere; and once that 
happens they are as likely to purchase a'so, in these new quarters, 
the goods which the trader /jias been able to acquire outside 
Germany —business men, as a rule, prefer not to increase the number 
of their accounts. Our trader is in almost as bada case as the one 
previously mentioned. 


less 


Now say some doubters, it is a very easy thing to refuse a toy 

because it is German, but what of the quandaries described 
above? The other day I was told of a lady who, having bought a 
very costly article, and been bowed and scraped to by the salesman 
as Obviously a lady of means, suddenly asked whether the thing 
was of German origin. When told that it was, she rejected it and 
walked out; but she had not merely acquired a halo as a champion 
of her people but incidentally acquired some credit as a lady of 
wealth. Her action, no doubt, was not prompted by any such con. 
siderations. But compare her sacrifice with that of the man who is 
asked to surrender his all and throw himself on the scrap-heap. 
There is no equality of sacrifice. The one marches away to buy 
in another shop. The other marches away to perhaps irremediable 
perdition. The retort may be offered that it is the same in any 
war. There are degrees of sacrifice. Some are in the front-line 
trenches, and others stay at home. The one makes “the last 
sacrifice.” The other makes money.. But the ingenuity of man is 
altering all that. Bombs and poison gas and disease-germs have 
equalised the dangers, and the next war will make short work of 
war profits, if it leaves anybody with any capital at all. Conscription 
of capital is as certain as conscription of men. 


the boycott presents yet another problem. Suppose that a 

Jew in London or Brussels has for years dealt with Jews in 
Germany. Suppose, too, that he has so/d to and not bought from 
them. If he suddenly kills that trade, he kills those German Jews 
also, economically. Is that, one asks, a case for consideration ? The 
answer that is given is that it can't be helped. War is war, and, 
like the rain, it falls on the just and the unjust alike. 
German bombers, in the Great War, were not deterred from hurling 
their missiles by the fear that these might have hit some of our 
German prisoners. England did not relax her blockade out of fear 
that Englishmen interned in the German concentration camps 
might have starved. Little children on both sides were exposed to 
the terrors of air raids, and aged men and women wearily trundled 
their household goods away at the approach of the German invading 
armies. But are there no other factors to be taken into account ? 
The German, in the War, had his foreign foes. The boycotted 
German Jew is to be met by his own country as well as his foreign- 
born co-religionist striving to free him from the German Govern- 
ment's grip. That is inexpressibly hard measure. Has Jewish 
feeling nothing to say to it? Can we justify a campaign which 
begins by flooring persons we are out to rescue? I ask these 
questions because I think they demand a clear reply. 


HERE is another side to this particular difficulty. German 

Jews are making a heroic struggle to keep their Community 
together. They have been desperately beset, and, for all I know, 
they still are. Can it be a wholly sensible thing to ruin 
the business men who might help to keep their Com 
munity alive, and are, therefore, in a sense, our own. allies 
in our efforts? It is not irrelevant, in this connection, to 
recall what happened in the early days of the Great War. This 
country, for instance, did, | have been told, actually import dyes, 
lenses and other articles from Germany, the goods having been 
consigned to Holland and re-exported here. The cute Dutch also 
imported large quantities of cement from England, and re-consigned 
them to Germany. On the Ypres sector, empty sacks were found 
with marks that denoted the English origin of their contents. 
But the point is that neither combatant paid meticulous attention 


to the consideration that it was helping, by its action, to bolster up 
the trade and finance of its enemy. 


Kach was intent on the imme- 
diate advantage. 


May it not boa argued that British or other Jews 
who trade with German brethren and help them to help their 
Community to survive are acting on similar lines—ignoring the 
advantage to Germany for the sake of the Jewish gain? I would 
like to know. 
HAVE set out some of the problems of the boycott. I have done 
so because I wanted to try, if possible, to clarify the position. I 
end as I began, with the affirmation of my profound belief in the 
virtues of this weapon, if only as a warning to other peoples who 
may be tempted to war on our people. Ihave posed a number of 
queries. They turn on the question of exceptions to a rigid rule and 
they deserve to be considered sensibly. We have to ask ourselves 
whether, if the answers were framed in a humane and balanced 
manner, the value of the boycott weapon would be gone. With the 
overwhelming mass of Jews clinging determinedly to it, whatever 
hard exceptions might do, is it quite so certain that the weapon would 
lose much in efficiency, and ought any missile to be thrown blindly 
about, completely regardless of whom it may hit? Whether we take 
one view or another, let us at any rate understand the issues, and, 
above all, be honest with ourselves about them. Then, at least, we 
shall know where we are!

JEWISH BRANCH CONFERENCE 


A Conference of London visitors and country superintendents of 
the Jewish Branch of the Children’s Country Holidays Fund was 
held at the West Central Jewish Girls’ Club, 31, Alfred Place, 
Tottenham Court Road, W.C., last week, at which Mr. E. L. 
Franklin, J.P., the President, presided. 


Mr. J. Bernberg, the Secretary, delivered a report on the suggestions 
advanced at the last conference and explained what had been done in 
connection therewith. 

The agenda contained a number of new suggestions which were fully 
discussed. They included proposals: that all railway tickets should be 
handed to the Superintendents; that young children should not be sent to 
the distant homes; that Superintendents should receive particulars as carly 
as possible of children under nine years‘of age who were going away ; and 
that the Secretary should be informed without delay of all unused places. 

It was stated that, in accordance with new legislation, special 
arrangements would have to be made in the cases of children under nine, 
as it was now necessary for local authorities to sanction the use of 
cottages for such children. It was a most difficult situation for the Fund 
to face, but it was hoped that a satisfactory arrangement would be 
come to. 

A difficulty had arisen on account of the fact that many parents were 
unable to supply their children with suitable footwear for use in bad 


weather, but here again the hope was expressed that the Fund would be 
able to make satisfactory arrangements.

High Commissioner for Refugees 


Homes Found for 20.000 Exiles 


SOLVING 


THE PASSPORT DIFFICULTY 


The League of Nations’ High Commissioner for Refugees, Mr. 
James G. McDonald, reported on various phases of the work during 
recent months at a meeting of Press representatives which was held 
last Friday afternoon at Woburn House. 

Mr. McDonald, dealing with the question of emigration possibilities for 
the refagees, said that more than 20,000 had now found permanent homes. 
Palestine was the principal country of settlement for the Jewish refagees: 
and, apart from some thousands who had made their way direct to that 
country from Germany. about 100 a month on an average were assisted to 
emigrate from the European countries of refuge. During the last six 
nonths, the two principal Jewish emigration organisations; the Hicem and 
the Anglo-Hicem, bad transported to Palestiné and to other countrie« 
overseas nearly 1,500 refugees, of whom about 600 had gone to Palestine. 
(hey had also transported to countries in P trope for definite settlement 
another 600. These organisations and others were looking for openings in 
-ommeree, industry and agricalture in all countries of potential immigra 
ton. The projects of large-scale settlement, however, in less Ceveloped 
countries, which were put forward from 


time to time, had been found to 
be impracticable. 


Urgent Need of Funds 


A meeting of the Expert Committee was held in London on the 
previous day. ‘The whole position was surveyed in the light of the returns 
obtained from the organisations. The refagees who were dependent on 
the organisations had been classified by their vocation and by their fitness 
for emigration. It was found that a total of about 4.50) were fitted for 

ninediate emigration. The average cost of their transport to countries 
verseas and maintenance till they could be absorbed in the economic life 
of their new countries was reckoned at £50 a head, which gave a total of 
(225,000. That capital sum would give the means of liquidating the bulk 
ef the present emigration problem. Meantime, however, the committees 
nh ne arly all of the countries bord rine on (rermany were sorely press« dl 
for fands to enable them to continue their absolutely essential work of 
‘clief. This must be continued until those refagees who were not absorbed 
n the countries where they were, could: be emigrated. 

\bout one-fifth of the total number of refugees fit for emigration, or 
900 persons, Were non-Jews. 

lhe Committee left it to the Hich Commissioner to consider with the 
principal organisations concerned with the Jewish and non-Jewish refugees 
the means of obtaining the large capital funds needed for the actual 
emigration ; but there was a general feeling that, while private organisa- 
tions should bear the main part of the burden, there should also be a 
contribution from public sources. 


Documents of identity 


The High Commissioner then dealt with the question of passports for 
the German refugees. There were, he said, four classes of persons for 
whom provision had to be made: (a) ‘Those who hold a German passport 
but cannot obtain its renewal from the German Consular authorities ; (+) 
those who have bo passport but are still German subjects ; (c) Those who 
hold a passport for stateless persons, or a ‘ Fremdenpass'’ issued by the 
terman Government to persons of doubtfu! nationality, of which the term 
has expired ; (d) Those who have been deprived of their German nationality 
s nee they left Germany, and have therefore been rendered stateless. 

At the meeting in January of the lermanent Committee of the 
Coverning Body of the High Commission, it Was recommended that the 
“tates in which the refugees were resident should issue to applicants who 
were without a valid passport, whether German nationals or stateless 
persons, a “ Document of Identity and Travel,” which was adopted for 
persons without a national passport by a Conference of the Commupi- 
cations Organisation of the League of Nations in 1927. The States 
principally concerned with the refugees had now given a géneral adhesion 
to the proposals; and their Governments were prepared to issue to the 
refugees either the document reconimended by the 1927 Conference 
or & similar document of identity and travel in use in the country. 
The members of the Governing Body adopted a further recommendation 
that the document should be recognised for purposes of visa as if it were 
& Dational passport, and also that States should grant their visa to the 
refugees free of charge. That recommendation had been communicated 
to all States, and it was hoped that many would give effect to it. The 
Government Cornmission of the Saar recion, in which a considerable 
number of political refugees were residing, had agreed to issue to those 
refugees who were registered in the recion a travel document similar 
to that recommended by the Conference of the League of Nations. 


German Government's Concessions 


One of the difficulties which was raised in several countries about the 
issue of a travel document to German refucees was that the Government 
required proof éither that the refugee was no longer a German subject 
or that he was unable to obtain a document from the German authorities. 
The German Government had now given instructions to its Consular 
Offices that, where they were unable for any reason to renew the passport 
of a German national or grant a fresh document, they will give a written 
reply to the applicant. ‘They had also agreed that the German authori- 
ties would normally deliver information to refugees concerned with regard 
to their former sojourn in Germany. It should now be possible, therefore, 
for a refugee to eatablish to the satisfaction of the passport authorities in 
the country of refuge that he could not obtain a travel document from his 
Own State, and, when necessary, to estab! sh his identity. 

The application for the travel document must be made, not to the 
Office of the High Commissioner, which was not directly concerned with 
the issue of passports, but to the passport authorities in the country of 
refuge (e.g., in England, to the Home Office). The exact conditions for the 
issue of the document should be ascertaine3 from the principal Refugee 
Organisations. | 

In the course of his replies to questions, Mr. McDonald, in connection 
with the question of funds which are so necessary, said that this year in 
the States a joint drive was made by the Jewish Palestine Organisations 
and the Joint Distribution Committee, the aim being 3,000,000 dollars. 
When he left New York a month ago, the (rive was more than half finished 
and approximately a little more than half was collected of that sum. He

anticirated that they would obtain more than 2,000,000 dollars and less 
than 5,099,000 as a result of this drive. In addition, there had been in the 
States the proposal which had been endorsed by the High Commission— 
the ide. of raising on an investment basis a substantial capital sum of 
some millions of dollars. This scheme had been begun, but it was only in 
its imitial stages. It was hoped to mvke it non-sectarian so that it could 
b> made available for settlement purposes of Jews and non-Jews alike. 


New Homes for Refugees 


The Hicem’s Work 


: lhe Hicem reports that in the period January Ist to June 30th, 1934, 
it sent 1,021 refagzees from Germany to various countries, in collabora- 
tion with the Refagee Aid Committees in France. Belgium, Switzerland, 
Czechoslovakia, Holland, Austria and Poland. 561 were sent to Palestine, 
Ji6 to Brazil, 54 to North America and Canada, 28 to Paraquay, Uruguay, 
Peru and Chile, 22 to the \rgentine, 15 to Central America, 11 to South 
America, lO to China and 4 to Persia. 560 refugees were placed in various 
European countries for permanent residence or professional re training. 
144 pe from mllacent countries were taken care of by the Hicem 
for subsequent emigration, and 1,058 were repatriated. During the same 
period, the Anglo-Hicem helped 412 transmigrant refugees, making a total 
of 5,195 refugees helped Adding the 5,425 refugees who were dealt with 


during 1944, the total number of German refugees helped by the Hicem is

Warm Tributes to Count Skirmunt 


Tribulations of East European Jewry 


POLISH GOVERNMENT'S HELP SOLICITED 


A large and distinguished gathering attended the Dinner which 
was given by the Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britain at 
Claridge's Hotel on Tuesday evening in honour of His Excellency 
Count Constantine Skirmunt, the Polish Ambassador, who is shortly 
returning to Poland. 

Mr. SIMON MARKS, who presided, after expressing the sympathy of 
the gathering with the Polish people in the terrible flood calamity which 
had overwhelmed them, said that His Excellency, Constantine Skirmunt, 
after having been Minister for Foreign Affairs, came to London as Polish 
Minister in 192?, and received the title of Ambassador in 1929. That 
gathering was indicative of the very high regard in which His Excellency 
was held, both for his brilliant attainments and his work during those 
twelve years. The presence of many distingu'shed diplomatic colleagues 
whom they welcomed most heartily was but another proof of the esteem 
in which His Excellency was held. Throughout the period of his office 
he had ever shown himeelf liberal-minded and just, ready to defend the 
interests of Polish nationals irrespective of race or creed, both inside and 
outside Poland. It was also fitting for them to express through His 
Excellency their appreciation of the sympathetic help which the 
representatives of Poland had given in the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine. 

They must all, said the Chairman, in common justice recognise the 
difficulties with which the Government of Poland was faced in building 
up a new State. Here, in that gathering, their concern was with the 
reaction of these difficulties upon their brethren in Poland who had 
suffered extremely in the Great War and shared the common hopes of the 
peace in the restored Poland, It would be idle to deny that the economic 
(as apart from the political) position of the Jews generally in Central and 
Eastern European countries was causing considerable concern. In the 
effort of those countries to find stability on a new basis, the material 
position of the Jews had so deteriorated that they found it extremely 
difficult, if not impossible, to obtain an economic foothold. There had 
grown up an outlook which viewed the national income of the country as 
something fixed and limited. It was thought that the exclusion of some 
from the national table was the surest way of increasing the amount avail. 
able for the favoured guests. He believed this to be a common fallacy 
which misled those who practised it. Experience in other countries with 
happier fortunes demonstrated that this pessimistic outlook was wrong. 
It must lead ultimately to further impoverishment of the country which 
rejected the co-operation of elements that could help materially in assist- 
ing the state to adjust its economy to the new conditions. The augmen. 
tation of the National Income was surely the wiser policy to pursue if it 
was desired to raise the general standard of life. In such a task Poland 
could have the eager co-operation of the second largest Jewish 
Community in the world, which constituted over 10 per cent. 
of its population. In this country new commercial and industrial 
enterprises had been founded by Jews which provided employment 
for considerable numbers of workers. New fields of industry had 
been opened up, and it was generally accepted that the contribution 
of the Jew had been of benefit not only to himself, but also to the 
economy of the State at large. Industrial and commercial freedom led to 
an increase in wealth which was not confined to one section. It tended to 
the enrichment of the country as a whole. The Jews with their quick 
adaptability to changing conditions, with their initiative, resource, will to 
work and trading capacity, could be of special usefulness, particularly in 
developing new branches of industry. What the Jews had contributed 
to the economic life of countries like Great Britain and the United States 
—what they had helped to do in the building up of Palestine, they could 
also do for the development of Poland. It was true that this would 
necessitate a reorientation of their economic life on the part of many Jews; 
already some were engaged on this with the help of various organisations. 
It was, however, certain that much more could be done if this work 
enjoyed the practical sympathy of the Government. In conclusion, the 
Chairman expressed regret at Count Skirmunt’s departure and wished him 
success in any new work which he might undertake. 


The Suppression of the Nara Party 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LASKI, K.C., President of the Jewish Board of 
Deputies, made sympathetic reference to the recent disastrous floods and 
spoke of Poland under the determined leadership of Marshal Pilsudski as a 
great power which could play her part in helping to maintain the peace of 
Europe. Sometimes they were filled with misgivings when they saw the 
economic wretchedness of some of their co-religionists and heard of 
attacks upon them which sometimes took the form of physical violence. 
Yet they knew the suppression of the Nara Party was only one piece of 
the evidence that went to show that the Polish Government intended that 
it should be realised that the Polish State preserved within its borders 
religious freedom, personal safety and economic security, which were 
three of the elementary rights of citizenship and three of the 
elementary canons of a well-ordered community. The Polish Jews 
were united in wishing the Polish State well. They could wish that 
that enlightened State would give them a larger opportunity to develop 
their own economic well-being. The Jews of Poland were intense patriots 
and were anxious to play an honourable part, asin the more Western 
countries of this Continent, in the fall life of the Polish State, to serve in 
her Parliament, her Army, her Civil Service and her Municipal administra- 
tions and to give of their best for her future and her success. All they 
as!ed of their country was to enjoy in full measure both the obligations 
aud privileges of citizenship and to share in the work of the up- building 
of a great, happy and successful Poland. 

Professor 5. BRODETSKY said that the Polish Government had in the 
last year or two given an example to other Governments of trying to fight 
with all the resources at its disposal the forces of re-action and anti- 
Semitism which were so strong and so dangerous to their people to-day. He 
paid tribute to the manner in which at Geneva the Polish representatives 
os mene the Zionist policy and defended the Jewish people against 
attack. 

Lord MELCHETT said that London would lose a great deal in losing 
Count Skirmunt, and that they hoped that he would find time to visit them 
after his return to Poland. He asked His Excellency to accept as a 
present from the Federation of Polish Jews his portrait, painted by the 
famous; paiuter, the late Mr. Pilichowski, who was atone time Chairman 
of the Federation. 
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Mr. M. GorpDon LIVERMAN, J.P., sa'd that the economic situation of 
their people in Poland had become progressively worse. He would be 
the last person to suggest that a Government was necessarily responsib|. 
for the economic conditions of a country. Bat so far as the Jews in 
Poland were concerned, although their economic condition was partly 
due to conditions and causes belonging to other countries, there was, h:. 
believed, a pretty good margin within which an improvement could be 
brought about by the friendly action of the Government itself. Any 
tendency for the better would be most gratefully received not only by 
their people in Poland, but by Jews throughout the world. 

A telegram was read from Mr. FOKOLOW in which he wished the 
Polish Ambassador, to whom he paid tribute, “long years of activity fo: 
Poland and humanity.” 


All Anti-Semitic Restrictions Gone 

The PoLIsH AMBASSADOR thanked the gathering on behalf of hi. 
Government and his country. The Polish Government, he said, gay 
protection and assistance to every citizen of good-will. It was difficult 
especially at a period when a new State had to be re-built and when there 
was a crisis in the world, to change the conditions of life in a short time 
But all the restrictions which had been imposed upon the Jewish popula 
tion had been removed. In the economic fleld every citizen was free 
and both politically and economically the Polish Government only had 
the desire to treat as equals, and as having the same rights, every Polis! 
citizen. His Excellency eXpressed the hepe that the possibilities which 
the Polish Jews had in their own country would increase with the day- 
tocome. Anti-Semitism, he declared, was nota Polish invention, and 
they knew that the Polish Government did not allow the use of force and 
of hatred in the internal life of the State and that every aspect of violence 
was condemned. He expressed the hope that the days to come would be 
better for the Jewish and Polish people. Referring to Palestine, he 
declared that the Polish Government looked with the utmost sympathy 
upon the building-up of the Jewish National Home there; and in con 
clusion he stressed the fact that the responsible leaders of Poland looked 
upon the Jewish population as equal citizens who must enjoy the sanic 
rights as the Poles themselves. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., said that he hoped that their honoured 
guest would one day visit Palestine, where he would see young men and 
women who had come from Poland taking their place on the land—men 
and women who were a credit to any race and any nation. 

The Rev. M. L. PERLZWEIG said that those of them who spoke ou» 
behalf of the Federation’ were not satisfied that the Anglo-Jewis) 
Community realised the depths of the suffering of Polish-Jewry. 

Mr. A. M. ADLER said he understood that the floods of Poland had 
destroyed a very large number of Jewish homes and they had asked 
several of the leaders of the Anglo-Jewish Community to constitute them 
selves into an Emergency Committee which would issue an appeal, whicl 
he hoped would be responded toin a manner commensurate with the 
urgency of the need.

Streicher’s Free Hand 


INCITEMENTS CONTINUE 


Poisoning the Minds of Children 


The best part of a month has passed since Hitler turned 
upon his followers and by so doing held out a straw for drown- 
ing German Jewry to clutch at. He indicated the necessity for 
certain changes. Would they include a diminution of anti- 
Semitism ? We had to report last week that during the Bloody 
Week-End itself many Jews were murdered simply because they 
were Jews. They were murdered not only by brownshirts, but 
by blackshirts—the picked men of the National Socialist Party. 
Since then anti-Semitic orders have been issued by more than 
one leading official and everyday anti-Semitism has renewed 
its course undisturbed. It is time now to tap the Franconian 
barometer and test the temper of Julius Streicher’s stronghold. 


The International Anti-Semitic Congress 

Herr Streicher himself visited Berlin on the Tuesday following 
the Bloody Week-End and was officially received by the Fihrer, who 
placed a Government car at his disposal. After his return to 
Nuremberg it was noticed that he no longer paraded the streets 
with a whip in his hand, the symbol of his mission to drive out the 
Jews. He appears to be proceeding with his plans for an Inter. 
national anti-Semitic Congress in Nuremberg in September, though 
his invitations have been refused by the [Italian Fascisti, Mosley's 
British Union of Fascists, the Austrian anti-Semiten Bund and 
Mussert’s Dutch Nazi Party. Organisations that have accepted 
include, we understand, the Polish National Radical Party (which 
has since been declared illegal), Codreanu’s Rumanian Iron Guard, 
the Imperial Fascist League (Craven Street, London) and the 
Clausen-Baurup group of Danish National Socialists. 

A rebuff has been given to Herr Streicher by the Labour 
Court of Mannheim, in Baden. It appears that a fifty-four 
year old worker in a Mannheim concern expressed doubt to one of 
his mates as to the truth of the STUERMER’S ritual murder number. 
Unfortunately for him his “ mate” was leader of the enterprise cell ; 
so he boxed his ears and secured his instant dismissal. The man 
appealed to the local Labour Court. The firm justified the dismissal 
on the ground that. he had designated the National Socialist press as 
a lying press ; moreover he had chosen to do this just when it 
was Waging war against the carpers and critics. He was, therefore, 
a carper and critic and must be dismissed. The Court refused to 
accept the contention. It held that he had only cast doubt on one 
article in one issue of one paper, an issue moreover that had since 
been confiscated by the Government, and that this could not be 
construed as an attack onthe whole press. Nor did the campaign 
against carpers and critics require that every citizen must accept 
without further ado every article in a Nazi paper. 
therefore be reinstated. 


The “Stuermer” as a School Text-Book 

This isolated decision is, however, a trifle that Herr Streicher 
can afford to shrug his shoulders at, if his claim is justified that the 
STUERMER has been introduced into a school of Magdeburg and 
is used there in lessons on “race-ology.” Magdeburg is the 
capital of Prussian Saxony and has a population of 300,000. We 
reproduce a photograph from the SrvuERMER itself of one of these 
lessons. We would like also to reproduce a letter addressed, 
contemporaneously with the last issue of the SruUPRMER, to foreign 
newspapers’ correspondents in Berlin, including the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency. It is signed by Dr. Markmann, who is the Mayor 
of Magdeburg and a Nazi leader. It asks its recipients to conduct 
publicity on behalf of the city to attract foreigners as tourists. The 
foreigners are more exactly specified as “ Jews and non-Jews.” Such 
is the curious double face 6f Nazism. 


; Let us now take a brief survey of those issues of the STUERMER 
which have appeared since the Bloody Week-End. 

The STUERMER prints a letter received by the Printing Trade 
Labour Organisation of Nuremberg-Fiirth from a Nuremberg Jew 
named Philipp Lengyel, asking for financial assistance to leave the 
country, to which he claimed to be entitled under the Union rules 
having paid his subscriptions to the appropriate Union since 1901. 
The application was made to the Gau, or Nazi District Leader, who 
in this area is none other than Herr Streicher himself. This is the 
STUERMER'S editorial comment: “ Philipp Lengyel is a Jew, the only 
Jew engaged as a printing craft workman in the whole of Bavaria. 
For this reason he deserves to be exhibited after his death as a 


The man must 
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rarity in a waxworks show. We would gladly have kept him here 
for exhibition purposes, but he wants to go, so we cannot ho!d him 
He asks for his travelling expenses to the frontier. The leader o/ 
the Gau to whom he applies is Julius Streicher. The foreigy 
Jewish Press dubs him ‘Jew-murderer, ~ bloody Franconian,’ th» 
‘most dangerous man in Europe-’—Strange! The Jew Lengye!), 
thinks otherwise. He is confident that Julius Streicher is suff 
ciently accommodating and generous to give him his expenses. And 
stranger still, Julius Streicher has given themtohim. The Gay 
has granted his application and Lengyel has travelled free to Passau 
This should not, however, be considered a precedent for the Jews to 
have their fares paid when they leave the country. We know tht 
we shall get rid of them without that.” 


The “ Stuermer” Apologises 


Its usual disregard of fact got the STUERMER into trouble 
when it attacked the appointment of Sarah Wambaugh as technica! 
adviser to the Saar Plebiscite Commission on the ground that she 
was a Jewess. Miss Wambaugh is an American and what the Nazis 
would call an “ Aryan.” The STUERMER has now had to announce 
that the Propaganda Ministry has informed it that Miss Wambaugh 
is not a Jewess. Its excuse is really rather delightful: “ We took 
our information from Jewish newspapers.” 

Before passing to the next issue we may note the following 
advertisement: “ Ph. Stauff's Semi-Kiirschner 2, a Lexicon of Jews, 
their Associates, the Enemies of all times and lands, in particular 
of Germany, their teachings, customs, tricks, statistics, their 
thieving tongue, lying names, secret societies. Second greatly 
enlarged and improved edition. Six volumes. (Supplied to Aryans 
only. U. Bodung-Verlag, Erfurt, Gartenstrasse 38).” 

The leading article in the next issue is on “Jewish Swindlers,” and 
concludes as follows: “ He [the Jew! knows that he and his race wil! 
never get onin the world by honest means . . . The Jew is incapable 
of living by productive work. He can only subsist by constant!, 
endeavouring to deprive non-Jews of the fruits of their labour and 
by taking away their earnings and their fortunes by fraud, forgery. 
theft and every kind of swindling ... The non-Jew ts never a friend 
of the Jew by conviction, he has only become so by those subtle arts 
of corruption which the Jew practises on certain influential o: 
‘superior’ non-Jews ... The Jews are a nation of outcasts. Crime 
is their calling. They can only follow this calling with the help of 
corrupted comrades. Every non-Jew must know that he who 
champions the Jews is never an honest man but has been bribed by 
the Jews. He is a comrade of the Jews, a* two-fold child of Hell,’ « 
traitor to his own people and fatherland.” The italics are as in the 
original. 

President Masaryk a Jew! 


On page 3 there is an attack on President Masaryk for visiting 
the Old Synagogue in Prague. We learn from this the dark secret 
of the President's slavery to Jewry. Not only, we are told, did he 
marry a Jewess, but he is himself the illegitimate son of a Polish 
Jew ! 

An article on the Brown Book closes with the words: “ When 
will sturdy fists get to work in all countries and turn out satanic 
pan-Jewry and its degenerate followers ? "’ 

On page 4 is "The Legend of the Decent Jew,” by Julius 
Streicher himself. There are, so he argues, exceptions to every rule 
that only prove the rule. Thus there are decent Jews who prove 
the indecency of the Jews. The decent Jew is,as a matter of fact 
he says, worse than the indecent Jew, for he is not really decent— 
he is a great deceiver his decency is based on an illusion 
engendered by the fact that the ‘decent Jew’ knows how to concea! 
the Talmudistic mind (which every Jew embodies) behind a mask of 
calculated decency. . It is the business of all educated men 
to put an end to the legend of the ‘decent Jew’ at last."’ 


The Pillory 


The usual feature of the pillory (Pranger) appears on page 5 and 
the full names and addresses are given of a large number o! 
“ Aryans" for having business or social relations with Jews 
It may be of value to give a sample or two of these as an indication 
of the unwillingness of the general public to accept Herr Streicher 5 
doctrines. “The Kahlgrund in Lower Franconia,” says one letter “is 
a real Jewish Paradise. In this village of about 800 inhabitants you 


‘will see every day Jewish traders from Alzenau, Hoerstein an‘ 


Schoelkrippen, going from door to door with their wares. The Jew 
Salomon Hamburger sells his goods in the village street. He con 
verses pleasantly with the women folk over the garden fence, an‘ 
none of the men, some of them S.A. men, come down on him like ° 
storm. Nobody feels that it is a shameful thing. And because tl: 
Jews know this, they become more daring and insolent. Deo’ 
STUERMER, please speak to these indifferents in our district an‘ 
rouse their conscience.

war-mongers. Tell the men whose women chat amiably with Jew: 
that they are not German men, but wet rags. And perhaps th’:

ing of a young farmer named Johann Hubertus, who goes abo! 
openly in daylight with the Jewess Minkel. “And when I told him 
he should be ashamed of himself he laughed in my face. I «™ 
surprised the other farmers don't shun him. But he is like one 0! 
them. He sits with them in the tavern. He who denies his blo 
and feels no shame is unworthy and should be despised. He shou!4 
have no place where German lads and lasses come together to dance. 
He should be avoided. Germans of Wiesenau, act accordingly!" 
Another of these informers writes: “Dear StugRMER, in >‘. 
Goarshausen-am-Rhein there are three coal dealers. One is.a P10 
testant, another a Catholic and the third is the Jew Morgenster.. 
Now no one would have been surprised if the Catholic Priest ).4 
ordered his coal from the Catholic coal dealer. . But the Catholic 
Priest gets his coal from the Jew Morgenstern! This is how we 
support the Leader in his fight against All-Juda.”

“No Sign of the New Germany ” 


The Catholic Sisters in charge of the Labour Sanatorium in 
Rosenheim are the subject of a complaint by a former inmate. 
“ There is no sign of the new Germany in this place,” he writes. 
“If you say Heil Hitler,’ they answer ‘ Griisse Gott. When Hitler 
speaks on the radio, there is always something wrong that day with 
the radio. lL once complained to the Matron, and she promised to 
have the radio put right. But nothing was done. And when I 
brought the matter up again, I was told that it was not my business. 
| was there to get better, and not to run the place. Things are like 
this now, but In a hundred years time they will be different. I 
received the STUERMER every week. I always put it in the reading 
room after I had read it. It was immediately spirited away. The 
doctor told me I would have to stay another fortnight to get 
thoroughly well, but at the end of seven days when I asked if I was 
to stay on, they said there was no question of that. I would never 
have thought that there was a Labour Sanatorium run in such a 
spirit to-day in Germany. Heil Hitler!” 


The “ Stuermer” Attacks “ The Times” 

Under the headline: ~ What lies they tell,’ the SrurrRMEeR 
attacks THe TiMES on account of an article on “Herr Streicher's 
\ryan Policy,” in which reference was made to an order prohibiting 
scientific lectures on racial questions. Tue Times now gives the 
authority for its information: ~ The order in question appeared on 
lune 7th on the front page of the Frankiscne TAGESZEITUNG. the 
official. party organ in Franconia, and stated that professional 
en of science are for various reasons not qualified to deal with 
racial problems; no scientific lectures on this subject are therefore 
allowed without special permission from the Nazi district 
authorities,” The STUERMER has no. vet replied. 

The next week's STUERMER (No. 28, July) devotes its leading 
article to the marriage of Countess Agnes zu Eulenberg with the 
“non-Aryan” Konrad Hirsch, which it reproves more in sorrow 
than in anger. A grotesque cartoon on page one shows an “Aryan 
girl leaving a maternity home with what is, presumably, her 
unlawful progeny. The new-born baby already shows markedly 
“non-Aryan” features, and with true “Jewish intelligence” has 
learnt how to wave his hands in the approved mock-Jewish style, 
The caption is: Da sie sich selbst verlor, ging. sie dem Volk verloren, 


which may perhaps be paraphrased as “ Lost to herself and lost to 
the Nation.” 


Richard Strauss and Stefan Zweig : 


“ The STUERMER is informed by the publisher of the Neue 
LITERATUR,’ says an editorial note, “that Richard Strauss is pro- 
ducing @ new opera, the text of which has been written by the Jew 
Stefan Zweig. The Director of the Theatres for Saxony, Adolph, 
has already acquired the opera for performance. That Herr Adolph 
has no scruples about Jews (like Stefan Zweig!) still writing opera 
texts to-day, may perhaps be explained by the fact that Herr Adolph 
is married to a Jewess (she has borne him children), Anyone who 
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has tied himself up with the Jews in the way that Herr Adolph has 
done is not the man whom we can expect to see something unfitting 
in Jews being allowed to write opera-texts in present-day Germany. 
Living together with members of the Jewish race robs a man of that 
finer sensibility which one must have to be able to render full 
service to the German nation at this time. We can understand it in 
the case of Herr Adolph. But that Herr Richard Strauss should 
deliberately select for his new opera a text produced by one of 
Jewish race—that we cannot and will not believe. If it proves to be 
a fact that Herr Richard Strauss wishes to use Jewish collaborators 
for his coming works, we shall have to draw conclusions from that 
fact which will not be very pleasant. But we really cannot believe it.” 

Yet itis true. In contirming the news, however, we hasten to 
mid that there are extenuating circumstances. The contract between 
Dr. Richard Strauss, President and General Director of the Reich 
Chamber of Music, and Stefan Zweig, the Jew, was concluded long 
before Hitler came to power. Fifteen months ago Herr Zweig asked 
to be relieved of the contract, but the work was already too far 
advanced. He was able to arrange, however, that all the royalties 
should go to the relief of German Jewry. 

Page three of the same issue contains an attack on the Salberg 
stores and a list of Jews accused of “ race-defilement,’ which 
includes Siegfried Bergmann, of Karlsruhe, who has been sent to 
Kislau concentration camp, and Max Marcus of the “ Free" City of 
Danzig. 

Prominent in the pillory we find the name of Salman Schocken, 
the well-known Zionist. He still has a warehouse in Nuremberg 
and so he is open to double attack. The usual gross sexual insults 
are flung at him and the administration of his business is also 
attacked. The concentration camp at Dachau is indicated as an 
appropriate home for his manager, Herr Schpiro. 


The Olympic Games 


There follows a curiously restrained comment on the question 


of Jewish participation in the Olympic Games: “A short time ago 
the Prague Bar Kochba and the Berlin Hakoah had a contest in 


serlin. Surprisingly, a representative of Herr Tschammer-Osten 
made his appearance and watched the games. The surprise of the 
Berlin team was even greater when the representative, on the basis 
of the results, invited the sprinters Schattmann and Sternlieb,; and 
the long-jumper Herzstein, to take part in the official Olympic 
training. The leader of the German Maccabi Organisation, Dr. 
Friedenthal, has now got in touch with the organisation in Palestine 
and suggested that Palestine takes part in the 1956 games in 
Berlin. From the standpoint of German sport, it is of no importance 
if Palestine takes part or not; their presence will certainly not be 
noticed in the decisive contests. But if Palestine now stops away 
from the Olympiad, it will not be able to claim any‘ political’ 
grounds for doing so: one can do no more than invite Jewish 
athletes to the German training courses. 
The position is shortly as follows. On June 7th hast year the

German Government gave a pledge that ‘in principal, German Jews 
will not be excluded from German teams playing in the Eleventh 
Olympiad.” No steps were taken to implement this pledge, nor did 
the Government reseind the decree of April 26th barring Jews from 
membership of sports organisations. In fact, anti-Semitism con. 
tinued to be officially applied to sport. Yet on November 22nd the 
German Olympic Committee, in an effort to prevent the American 
Committee passing a resolution of withdrawal from the games, 
cabled the American Committee that the pledge was being fulfilled. 
fhe Government continued, however, to make it as difficult as 
possible for Jews to train, and on May 20th of this year, at the 
interna.ional Olympic Congress at Athens, the British and American 
delegates insisted on & more specific guarantee. The German dele. 
gation then promised that ~ there wil! be no racial discrimination 
at the international Olympic Games to be held in Berlin in 1936. 
Germany will permit all Jews who are selected to participate in 
the Berlin Olympic Games to take part in the games on an equal 
footing with all others, and all German Jews who are able to repre- 
sent Germany effectively in the yames will be included in the 
(ierman team.” 

But Nazi pledges are like the cry of “ Wolf!” in A sop's fable 
and on June 4th the American Committee decided to defer the 
decision to participate again pending an investigation by Mr. Brun. 
dage. Mr. Brundage was due to sail for Germany this week, and if 
he comes to the conclusion that there is not complete: freedom of 
opportunity for Jewish athletes in Germany, the United States will 
not participate in the Games. 


This threat seems to be bringing the Nazis to heel and before 
the end of last month the Jewish Boxing Club of Berlin was given 
permission to participate in the training for the Olympiad. Now, 
Dr. Carl Diem, the Secretary-General of the German Olympic Com- 
mittee, has declared to a Paris newspaper that the race principle no 
longer exists in the preparation and organisation of the Olympic 
Games in Germany. “I can only repeat what Dr. Lewald has 
already declared in Vienna and Athens,” he said. “All 
German and foreign sportsmen and athletes who fulfil the 
Olympic conditions will be welcome in Berlin. We have 
included the Jewish sportsman Rudi Ball officially as a member 
of the German Ice Hockey Team. Months ago we notified 
Helen Mayer, who is now in California, that she will head our 
Women s Fencing Team. We have just selected six athletic hopes 
belonging to a Jewish sports club, who will participate in the 
Olympic preparatory games for Germany, which will start shortly. 
So you see with what loyalty Germany is carrying out her under- 
taking given at Vienna.’ We understand that Fraiilein Mayer has 
accepted the invitation. Last year she was expelled from the 
Offenbach Fenéers’ Clab, of which she and her father (the late Dr. 
Ludwig Mayer) before her were members. Fraiilein Mayer is of 
course entitled to do as she likes. Perhaps, however, one may be 
allowed to hope thatthe boycott of Germany by World Jéwry will 
not stop short at the Olympic Games, and that public opinion will. 
not be deceived by the virtue that Dr. Diem is making of his necessity 

Just before going to press, we learn that one more move has 
been played. The Olympic League of the United States, which was 
formed rec ently at Baltimare, to rouse world-wide sentiment

athletes against holding the games in Germany, has cabled to the 
Polish Olympic Games Committee urging it not to participate. 


The Protocols Again 

Returning to the STUERMER we find it again exploiting the 
Protocols of the Elders of Zion. “ No one to-day can doubt,” it says, 
“that these Protocols are genuine. The only country that has 
beaten down Marxism and the power of the Jews is Germany. It is 
the only country that has put up resistance to the Jews and their 
plans of Jewish domination. That is why action is being taken 
against Germany, in accordance with the plans of the Protocols. 
The idea is to incite the other nations to war against Germany.” 

Number 29 (July) of the STURRMER returns to the attack on 
Jews as the “ promoters of World War" as against the Nazis, who 
only desire peace. To stress the “ international” aspect of Jewry, 
it also contains attacks on Turkish and American Jews. There 
is another attack on Einstein and the Relativity Theory and 
“ historical” surveys of anti-Semitism. The Seiffert textile firm of 
Glachau is pilloried for refusing to dismiss its Jewish representatives, 
and a soldier's widow named Igelhaut, of Unterasbach, for dealing 
with Jews “ in spite of the fact that the local Nazis have distributed 
pamphlets on the Jewish question in every house.’ She is threatened 
obliquely with the loss of her pension. 


A “Stuermer” Outpost 

Additional seriousness is given to the STUERMER’S activities by 
the fact that the GAZETA WARSZAWSKA, the organ of the Polish 
National Democratic Party bas published an article that is practi- 
cally identical with one appearing in No. 28 (July) of the STUERMER. 
It is an attack on American Jewry and contains a long list of 
“close advisers"’ of President Roosevelt, all alleged to be Jews: 
Apart from one name the lists are identical, and they both 
include W. E. Bullitt (Statistical Adviser to the Federal Reserve 
Board) and La Guardia (Mayor of New York), neither of 
whom are Jews, and Otto Kahn who died last March. The 
first appearance of the list, accompanied by a warning to America 
that “the Jews are running the country into Communism, as 
they ran Russia into Communism,” was in the Munich National. 
Socialist monthly, DEUTSCHLAND's ERNEUERUNG (Germany's Revival). 
While the lists are the same in DEUTSCHLAND’S ERNEUERUNG in the 
STUERMER and in the GAZETA WARSZAWSKA, the other parts of the 
article vary, and the emphasis in the GAZETA WARSZAWSKA is on 
Henry Ford having allegedly lost half his fortune because of his 
anti-Semitic activity and Francois Coty being allegedly ruined for 
the same reason, as the result of the secret influences of Kuhn, 
Loeb and Company. The list, according to the STUERMER, was 
drawn up in Washington. 


The Central Welfare. Office for German Jews has just issued a 
report, according to which 70,000 Jews have already left Germany 
during the last fifteen months. The movement continues unabated.

In reply, Mr. Witte wrote expressing his gratitude and saying: “It is 
sincerely hoped that, with your valuable advice and the enthusiasm of my 
colleagues, the Honorary Officers and Committee of the Commercial 
Road Talmud Torah, this Institution will, in a very short time, becomea 
source of pride to the Jewish Community in London.’’

M.P.’s and the Austrian Situation 


Palestine High Commissioner's Coming Visit 


DANGERS OF LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL MOVE 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent! 


The lobbies and corridors were full of Members on Wednesday 
evening discussing the events which were then taking place in 
Austria and eagerly scanning the tape machine for the latest news. | 
heard fears being expressed for the safety of the Jewish Community 
in that country from possible Nazi excesses. Some thought that the 
reckless actions of these terrorists might result in further atrocities 
being commenced in Germany. On the other hand, many Members 
were of the opinion that attacks made upon other parties would 
divert their activities from the commission of outrages against 
Jews as such. The feeling prevails almost unanimously that the 
horror which will be aroused among the British people at the actions 
of the Nazis will eliminate those movements in this country that 
have been attempting to ape here the Continental Fascists. 


While the House is Up 


A considerable amount of speculation prevails with regard to 
the forthcoming visit of Sir Artbur Wauchope, the High Commis 
sioner for Palestine, to England. It is felt that a possible result of 
the conversations which will take place between him and the 
Colonial Ministers may be an attempt at some form of Legislative 
Council for Palestine. Many Members deprecate this policy particu 
larly on the ground that similar experiments elsewhere have not 
proved to be an unmixed blessing. Friends of the Jewish Nationa! 
Home in the House are particularly opposed to such a course being 
adopted, as they cannot see that it will serve any useful purpose 
As the recess will commence next week if is feared that the pre 
liminary steps in this direction may have advanced much too far 
before the House resumes for any effective intervention on the par! 
of its opponents in Parliament. 

M.P.'s at East End Meeting 

The demonstration which was held at the Royalty Rooms, 
Aldgate, and was addressed by, Mr. Janner, M.P., Captain Strick 
land, M.P., Major Procter, M.P., and Mr. Summersby, M.P., was one 
of the most successful which have been held in East End of London. 
The enthusiastic reception that was given to this Parliamentary 
group has been commented upon by them in conversations with 
colleagues in the House. The vigorous objection of the large 
audience to the interruptions of a few irresponsible persons who 
had come with the obvious intention of disturbing the meeting 
and who were silenced in several minutes, showed the sincere 
interest taken by those present in the Zionist cause. Each of the 
speakers urged the necessity for the immediate removal of party 
differences in the cause, and each has since expressed the hope 
that this appeal in that direction would assist in effecting such a 
result. 


Jewish Religious Education Board 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on 
Monday at the Communal Centre. Dr. N. 8. Lucas, the President, 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the sad loss which the Board had sustained 
in the passing of the Rev. J. F. Stern. He also moved a vote of condolence 
with the Rev. Walter Levin on the death of his brother. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLBR, D.S.O., on behalf of the Ministers who 
are members of the Board, expressed their appreciation to the Chairman 
of his very kind remarks in regard to the late Mr. Stern. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER spoke of the proposed Hebrew Week to be 
held in November (particulars of which were given in our last issue in the 
report of the Central Committee for Jewish Education) and suggested 
that it ought to receive the support of the Board. : 

On the motion of Mr. H. L. COHEN, seconded by the Rev. MICHAEL 
ADLER, the sum of £5 was voted for this purpose. 

Mr. Alan Mocatta was elected a Trustee in place of Mr. Elkan N. 
Adler, who has resigned, and Mr. H. Myer was elected Hon. Solicitor. 

Mr. HAROLD L. COHEN, Treasurer, presented the report of the Finance 
Committee, which dealt principally with the change of the Board's 
investments. He also mentioned that the deficit for this year was £357 
and the estimated deficit for next year would be £3,537. 

Mr. L. G. BOWMAN presented the report of the Education Committec 
of which he is the Chairman. 

Managers’ Reports were given by Mr. 8S. J. Lampel on the work of 
the Cephas Street Classes, by Mr. Bard on the North London Secondary 
Classes and by the Rev. Michael Adler on the Marylebone Classes. Mr. 
Nathan Morris spoke of the work of the Grove Lane, Wenlock Road, 
Woodclose, Christian Street and Stepney Classes. 

The Rev. H. MAYEBROWITSCH, with reference to teaching simpler 
Synagogue tunes to the children, suggested the formation of a specia! 
committee to go into this matter and perhaps work out a little syllabus. 
It would be of great benefit to all classes if these tunes were fostered. 

The matter was referred to the Education Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN reported that a number of classes had held priz° 
distributions since the last meeting of the Board. He thanked Dr. W. |. 
O'Donovan, M.P., Mr. J. ©. Lockwood, M.P., and all the others who ha 
helped to make these functions a success. He also reported that 4 
number of Hebrew and English lectures will be given in connection wit! 
the Jewish Higher Educational Centre, commencing in October, and that 
the Annual Re-union and first distribution of diplomas to the graduates of 
the Centre would be held on October 9th in the Adolph Tuck Hal!. Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold L. Cohen had kindly consented to act as host and hostess 
and the Chief Rabbi would deliver an address. . 

The Rev. 8. LEVY said that he intended submitting notices of motion 
at the next meeting of the Board recommending the Executive Commitic° 
to consider what steps should be taken in connection with the celebration

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Books and Bookmen 
CO-ORDINATION IN SOCIAL SERVICES 


In her clear and informative survey of Tas New PHILANTHROPY 
(A Study of the Relations between the Statutory and Voluntary 
services, Allen and Unwin, 7s. 6d.), Miss Elizabeth Macadam pays a 
tribute to the charities of the Jewish Community, which, she holds, 
partly because of their manageable size (though they have been greatly 
augmented lately owing to the influx of German Jews so lamentably 
compelled to seek a livelibood in other lands) and largely because of their 
detinitely racial character, are perhaps the best managed. 


Miss Macadam speaks of the haphazard growth of charities 


among the general population as “rather a trackless jungle.” 
Although her criticism does not apply, apparently, to our own 
organisations, there is need, nevertheless, in our own community, 
for a better co-ordination of philanthropic effort. There are gaps in 
our care of youth, which need to be filled: and there are a number 
of small charities giving help in tickets or in allowances. which 
might perhaps be amalgamated with advantage. A Charities Board 
for the Community on the lines suggested by Miss Macadam for the 
whole country would ensure that societies were properly conducted, 
their fimances suitably maintained and that there was no over. 
lapping with other institutions. Such a Board might well urgé the 
re-constitution of homes, schools and other charities to meet 
present-day needs, but it would take care, no doubt, that there 
should be no sudden transformation without consultation with other 
institutions. Such a transformation did occur not long ago. 

Miss Macadam, whose close association with the social science 
departments of the Universities enables her to speak with authority, 
is anxious to secure the further employment of trained women 
workers in the inspection and supervision of the “ extra educational” 
activities of the schools, such as school meals, choice of employ- 
ment, ete., both by Whitehall and by the local education authorities. 
She praises the Care Committee organisation of the London 
(ounty Council and desires to see women of the calibre of the Care 
Committee organisers appointed to the work of relief and of 
school attendance. She urges that “the ultimate work of home 
advice and visiting is much /ess suited to men than to women.” 
This suggestion might be pondered over by the hon. officers 
of our premier Charity, when making new appointments. With the 
exception of the health visitors, the Jewish Board of Guardians does 
not insist on a previous training for its investigators, nor are the 
investigators, with the exception of the children’s welfare officer, 
women. The extremely wide ramitications of the social services. 
and the newer legislative measures passed recently into law render 
it more and more desirable that persous engaged in voluntary effort, 
whether paid or unpaid, should have received a training on the 
lines of the excellent social! science diploma courses of the London 
school of Economics, or one of the other similar university depart- 
ments. Miss Macadam’s book makes clear the need for greater 
knowledge of social conditions and her statements and conclusions, 
therefore, should be studied carefully by all people engaged in any 
eection of social or educational! administration. 


THE JEWS AND WATERLOO 

That wit, scholarship and gracefu! writing are combined in Philip 
Guedalla’s THE HUNDRED Days (Peter Davies, 5s. net) hardly requires to 
be said. The opportunity may therefore be taken, in view of a current 
too-popular film, to summarise here the part which the Jews actually 
played in and around the Waterloo campaign. Jews, of course, fought in 
the fleld in every army, Wellington himself admitting in after years that 
no less than fifteen Jewish officers served under him in the campaign. 
Among these, it seems, was Cornet (subsequently . Major-General) 
Albert-Goldsmid. While this fact has been overlooked, much has been 
said of the part which Jews played in the parallel drama on the exchanges 
of Europe. Absurd details have been circulated above all of the manner 
in which the Rothschilds managed to manipulate the markets to their 
own advantage. As the late Lucien Wolf showed conclusively, this is 
based on pure-—or rather impure--invention. At the opening of the 
campaign, N. M. Rothschild sent his brother-in-law, Moses Monte- 
flore, to Flanders to organise the transmission of news via Dunkirk. 
Through this channel, one of the firm's agents at Brussels despatched 
to London an early copy of the:Gazette Extraordinary announcing the 
vietory. (The story of the carrier-pigcon service is entirely legendary). 
New Court thas received the news on the day after the battle, and com- 
municated it to Downing Street. Lord Liverpool, however, refused to 
place credence in it, or even in the more circumstantial report of 
Rothschild’s Ghent agept, who arrived on the following day—thirty hours 
before Wellington’s official despatches. All this time, the firm was 
purchasing largely on the Stock Exchange in the face of “an incredulous 
and falling market.” But, in this operation, Rothschild himself did not 
take much part, since on the morning of the twentieth, before reliable 
news of the victory had reached London, he left for Brassels under orders 
from the Treasury, in order to supervise the transmission of a consignment 
of gold to the British headquarters. These details shou'd suffice to 
remove the film from our eyes.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI 


No. 768.--Dream Portraits 
My DEAR CoUusIN, 

Suppose you had been corresponding with a friend whom you 
had never met, would you not wonder what be was like? If you 
read in the daily press the speeches and actions of President 
Roosevelt but had had no opportunity of seeing his photograph in 
the illustrated papers or at the Cinema, would you not in your mind 
try and imagine his appearance? So with the characters in the 
Bible. We read about them year in year out ; but do we ever try 
and envisage their appearance, or are they merelf names? 

I was led to these reflections as I watched the clever, competent 
and original players of the Ohel company in their presentation of 
Jeremiah. Most of the audience must have been struck by the fact that 
the actors were really masks, and the masks were certainly impressive. 
The mask of Jeremiah was their conception of the great Hebrew 
Prophet. Tall of stature, with flowing beard and impressive presence, 
the Jeremiah of the Ohel Players was a stately figure, a preacher of 
woe, the personification of admonition. It may be that perhaps this 
picture was somewhat of a stage figure. It is possible to think of 
Jeremiah as a quiet, gentle personality, ready to suffer, impressive 
by his very quietness. “I remember for thee the kindness of thy 
youth, the love of thine espousals, when thou wentest after me in 
the wilderness, in a land that was not sown.” Only a quiet-mannered 
man would have spoken these words, a poet with deep-set eyes and 
a far-away gaze in them. 

So with Moses. What manner of man was he, this meekest of 
his kind, this leader of a stiff-necked people, who started life as a 
shepherd, and saw the glory of God as no other mortal did? He 


appears in Exodus and continues in the Synagogue for well-nigh 


eight months, Sabbath after Sabbath, in the records of four books of 
the Pentateuch. In thinking of him, we are doubtless influenced by 
the well-known figure of Michael Angelo’s creation to be seen in the 
Church of San Pietro in Vincoli, Rome. A strong face, framed by a 
beard of many locks, with a stern look in his eye. But the sculp.- 
tured figure might do equally well for Socrates. There is nothing 
specifically Jewish about it. It is rather Greek. My own envisaging 
of Moses is that of a medium-sized Jew, a little round-shouldered, as 
aman of many burdens, his features furrowed by care, somewhat 
halting in his speech, but gifted with an abundance of personality. 
As to his dress, it is difficult to get a clear conception. Moses was 
an Oriental; he probably wore the clothes best suited to the 
wilderness. The nearest parallel is that of an Arab Sheikh of to-day, 
with a turban or head-dress and long, flowing coloured robes. One

may assume that fashions in Arabia have changed but little since 
the earliest times. They were doubtless evolved by climatic con. 
ditions, and as these have remained fairly constant, so fashions 
have undergone but little alteration. 

This was tne Moses of maturity. The Moses who went out to 
see how his brethren were faring was the young Moses, erect, 
energetic, ready to conquer the world, to put down injustice, to be a 
saviour. The Moses who blessed the tribes before he was gathered 
to his fathers was a disillusioned man, wise through suffering, 
bowed down under the burden of leadership. I recall pictures of 
Jews—on the Assyrian mural decorations, on the Arch of Titus, in 
engravings in early printed books, and I think of Moses as an old 
Jew, with a clear countenance and steel-grey eyes, kindly, all. 
comprehending. 

One recalls David, the hero of little boys at school. I wonder 
how they think of him in combat with Goliath. Michael Angelo has 
made a Roman Gladiator of him; Lesser Ury, a Jewish artist, has 


perhaps come nearer reality—youthful features, large eyes, a head. 


with a shock of hair. Certainly a Jewish youth. But look at any 
Haggadah illustration of King David in his age. You will see an 
old man with a striking beard, a crown on his head and a harp in 
his hand. Clearly these pictures are idealisations. King David as 
he really was must have been something like an Arab adventurer — 
bold, courageous, ready to smite down his enemy, fierce-looking, 
He was probably a tall man, quick of movement, quick of decision, 
with a weakness for women and children. 7 

Recall the Patriarchs. They Mved in an age so far removed 
from ours that we can hardly think of them at all as actual living 
beings. “A wandering Aramean was my father ’’—the reference is 
to Abraham. Should we go far wrong if we pictured Abraham to 
ourselves likewise as an Arab Sheikh? Of Isaac, Jacob and Joseph, 
Thomas Mann has helped us to form likely pictures. These are 
very different from the figures you may see in a hundred cathedrals, 
either in the stained-glass windows, hewn in stone or painted on 
wood. Yet every artist had his own idea of these Bible heroes; 
mostly however he thought of them as persons of his own village 
and of his own time. Hardly ever are they Jewish. These are bone 
of our bone and flesh of our flesh ; can we form a distinct picture of 
each in our mind's eye? Isaac meditating in the field; Jacob 
meeting with Laban ; Joseph ruling Egypt: I confess it is somewhat 
difficu. But some picture or other we are bound to form in our 
mind. 

It is even more difficult to think of the fomale characters of the 
Bible. What was Eve like? Wasshe actuallyareal person? What 
picture can we form of Sarah, Rachel, Rebecca, Leah, Miriam, Ruth, 
Queen Esther? Did the last named always wear acrown? In one 
of his inimitable essays, Heine describes how he dreamed of Queen 
Esther. I wonder in what guise she appeared to him. 

In the case of the Prophets it is almost essential to have a more 
or less clear idea of what they were like. Isaiah, I imagine, had a 
musical voice which captivated all who beard it; Ezekiel had a 
dreamer’s look in his eye, as though he were seeing visions all day 
long. I have seen his like in a Lithuanian Beth-Hamidrash. Amos 
was a regular peasant, uncouth in his ways, in his dress, in his 
words but effective by reason of his personality. Micah I always 
think of asa short man. The name suggests alow stature, Habakkuk 
was a stout, rotund fellow, like some sixteenth century cardinal. 
Hosea was a man with gentle ways, but liable to anger when he 
heard of evil-doing. 

Come to periods later in history. What would we not give for 
a portrait of Rabbi Meir, or Akiba, or Hillel, or Yochanan ben 
Zakkai! We call them Rabbis, and it is to be hoped that the term 
does not convey to many a Jew, and especially to the Jewish child, 
a gentleman with a top hat on week-days, and a gown on Saturdays. 
Is it erring far from the truth to think of the Rabbis of the second 
and third centuries as being dressed more or less in the Roman 
fashion, with a flowing Tallit as an outer garment ? 

We are more fortunate as we approach the age of printing. 
But though an eighteenth century picture of Maimonides is often 
reproduced, who can say that it is genuine? The features are 
nondescript ; on the head there is a turban; on the countenance a 
shortish beard. My own dream picture of Maimonides is very 
different. I think of him as a man of medium size, with wise eyes, 
a gentle voice, careful in his speech, dressed like any Arab profes- 
sional man who lived in Cairo in the second half of the twelfth 
century. Maimonides must for ever remain a dream picture. But 
Mendelssohn we know in his likeness. The enchanting smile, the 
broad nose, the attractive lips, the thinker’s forehead—we know 
them all. Yet it was said he was an ugly creature, deformed and 
stunted. If he were subject to such disadvantages, he must have 
possessed a warm nature to have made so many friends. 

Say what we will about the present age, it has at least the 
means which enables us to know the features and appearance of 
men and woman in the public eye. The tendency is perhaps over. 
done. But we do know what Kings and Princes and Prime Ministers 
look like. Jews can easily recall Herzl or Sir Moses Montefiore. 
Of those great Jews who lived in the age before the camera and 
the printing press were invented, we must needs form our own 
dream pictures, else they will become mere names and their 
message is likely to fade into nothingness. I would suggest that at 
the next examination in religious knowledge the candidates be 
asked to formulate their conception of a Patriarch, a King, ® 
Prophet or a Rabbi who has acted a notable part in the drama of 
the Jewish people.

The Work of Zeev Ben-Zvi

A white bust at the entrance of the Bezalel Gallery, Jerusalem, 
captured my attention. It was the head ofa man, strong, arresting, 
and tenacious in every line. I stared at it. To me it seemed to be 
characteristic of developing, modern Palestine: in no other work of 
art that I had seen in Palestine had | found this spirit. 

“The work of Ben-Zvi,”’ explained the girl who sat by the door- 
way, one minute and I will call him. Ben-Zvi! Ben-Zvi! ” 

He did not reply and she took me into the garden. 
corner I found Zeev 
sculptor astride a high scaffolding, completing the immense 
figure of “ The Pioneer” that he had been engaged to execute 
for the Levant Fair. 

At first he did not welcome the iaterruption.. But sud- 
denly he swung himself to the ground, a lithe figure in a 
white overall and stood there smiling, a slight, dark-haired 
Jew with a shy, almost wistful manner and shining dark eyes 
that glittered behind rimless glasses. I was surprised at the 
sorallness of the studio into which he led me. And 
amazed too by the size of some of the plaster casts 
and figures that faced me. In size they seemed 
comparable to the mighty figures left by the ancient 
Greeks to be seen inthe museums 
of Athens and Alexandria. 

A few resident Englishmen 
had sat for Ben-Zvi. But in most 
of his work he had reproduced 
Jewish types and the grim 
strength, the stubbornness that 
is characteristic of the modern 
young Jew reared on Palestinian 
soil, showed itself in evéry line of 
his work. 

He introduced me to his casts 
one by one as though be was presenting me to guests at a party. 
“A Workman of Palestine. . ... A Portrait of a Young Jewish 
Woman, & Musician in Plaster. ... Tchernichowsky, the Hebrew 
Poet. ... Dizengoff, Mayor of Tel-Aviv. . . . Professor Schorr.” 
Then he stopped by a large square plaque executed in bronze into 
which he had beaten the protiles of a man and a woman. 

“ That is ‘The Blessing of Earth’” he said slowly.

The “ Dead" Sea No Longer 
ENORMOUS POTENTIAL VALUE OF MINERAL SALTS 


A HEALTH RESORT OF THE FUTURE 

Last week, at the Royal Society of Arts, John Street, Adelphi, 
Major Tulloch, Joint Managing Director of Palestine Potash, Ltd.. 
delivered a lecture on The Dead Sea,” before a large audience. The 
Kt. Hon. the Earl of Lytton, President of the Dead Sea Corporation, 
presided. 

Major Tulloch said that for many years travellers’ tales had 
given the region of the Dead Sea a bad name, had described its 
climate as unhealthy, and had generally succeeded in making it 
unpopular in public estimation. To-day not only was the Dead Sea 
discovered to be the most valuable spot in the whole world on 
account of the almost inexhaustible supplies of mineral salts that 
were now being extracted from it, but, even more miraculous, it was 
discovered to be literally a health resort, because round the shores 
the air was heavily charged with oxygen, owing to the fact that it 
lay 2,600 feet below ocean level. Major Tulloch then gave a 
geographical sketch of Palestine and explained the situation of 
the Dead Sea and its relations to the Jordan and the Sea of 
(rallilee. He explained how they had been helped in the project 
of extracting mineral salts by the lay of the land and the fact that 
at the north and south ends of the Sea there were stretches of flat 
land upon which the pans for evaporating the water were situated. 

Their methods could be summarised in three words: pumps and 
sun, said Major Tulloch. The water from a depth of 160 feet below 
the surface of the Dead Sea, above which it was too dilute for their 
purpose, was pumped into a succession of pans at different levels iy 
which the various salts solidified when the water evaporated. The 
simplicity of their method was a big factor in their favour. They 
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the workers and whether there were an adequate supply of labour 
available 

Major Tulloch answered the question relating to the housing of 
the workers by referring to the slide he had already shown wherein 
the huts and ferro-concrete houses of the workers were shown. He 
said that to answer the other part of the question would involve 
political discussions into which he was not prepared to enter. 
There were no amenities for the workers in the shape of shops or 
cinemas, but a very satisfactory and, above all, healthy life could be 
lived by those emnploved there. 

Questioned as to the relationship between Jewish and Arab 
workers, Major Tulloch said that they employed an equal number 
of Jewish and Aral workers ; that the unskilled Arab workers would 
not mix, but both sections lived and worked on their own. 


Stavsky Acquitted 
— 
INSUFFICIENT CORROBORATION OF EVIDENCE 


WIDENING RIFT BETWEEN LABOUR AND REVISIONISTS 


The Palestine High Court, consisting of Chief Justice Sir 
William McDonnel and Justices Baker and de Freitas, handed down 
its judgment in the appeal of Abraham Stavsky, acquitting him of 
the charge of the murder of Dr. Arlosoroff. The judgment, delivered 
by the Chief Justice, says: “ I cannot agree that the failure of the 
Court below to set out the details of their findings vitiated their 
judgment, though it is unfortunate that they did not give details. 
i cannot agree that Mrs. Arlosoroff's identification of Stavysky was 
vitiated by Police Assistant Superintendent Stafford’s support of her, 
though it was untortunate. 

“ With all respect to the dissenting judgment at the Assizes, I 
take the view that a sexual motive for the crime is pure hypothesis. 
In England Mrs. Arlosoroff's evidence alone would have been 
sufficient, but here corroboration is necessary, which is not forth. 
coming. The evidence of. the trackers is unsatisfactory, and the 
evidence with regard to the scratch on Stavsky’s thumb falls 
together with their evidence. Moshe Weiser’s evidence is incon 
sistent and unsatisfactory as corroboration. I cannot agree that a 
fleeting glimpse after three weeks is sufficient evidence in corrobora 
tion of Mrs. Arlosoroff's evidence. Therefore, as no corroboration 
is available the conviction is set aside, the appeal is allowed and 
the accused is discharged. 

Justices Baker and de Freitas concurred.

The 
use of potash for fertilisers was universal. It might be said that 
there was no life without it. The demand for potash had increased 
10 per cent. in the last year, and if there were no other source of 
supply in the world than the Dead Sea, there was enough there to 
last two thousand years. 

The uses of bromide for producing “ anti-knock"’ qualities in 
petrol was now being realised (continued the lecturer), so that 
they could see that the minerals from the Dead Sea were destined 
to play an important part in the future of that industry. The ease 
with which they obtained these salts, the fact they were all in 
solution, together with the easy and rapid means of distribution, 
combined to enhance the value of the Dea Sea area. 

With regard to the climate of the region, Major Tulloch declared 
that in the four years during which they had worked there not a 
single case of illness had occurred among the thousands of workmen 
employed, many of whom had actually benefited from their sojourn 
there. There had been recently inaugurated a new seaside health 
resort on the shores of the Dead Sea, which was known as Callia. 
The health-giving properties of Callia, where there was as much 
as 6 per cent. of oxygen in the air, would prove of inestimable value 
to sufferers from rheumatism, from weak hearts, and from many 
other complaints. There was, further, a complete absence of either 


The Labour Party has issued a manifesto which says that 
though Stavsky has been freed, he and Nosenblatt remain murderers 
in the eyes of Labour.

CASE BROUGHT BEFORE THE COURT 


JUDGMENT FOR DEFENDANTS 

In the King’s Bench Division last week, Mr. Justice Roche heard 
a case brought by Berloty and others against Palestine Potash 
Limited, in which the plaintiffs claimed a declaration that the 
defendants were not entitled to extract salts from the waters of the 
Dead Sea, and an injunction to prevent them doing so. They also 
claimed an account of salts already extracted by the defendants, and 
damages. 

Sir Leslie Scott, K.C., Mr. Gordon Alchin, Mr. Quintin Hogg and 
Mr. Kenneth Diplock appeared for the plaintiffs; Sir William 
Jowitt, K.C., Mr. J. W. Morris, Mr. Leonard Stein and Mr. Patrick 
Devlin for the defendants. The Attorney-General (Sir Thomas 
Inskip, K.C.) and Mr. Kenelm Preedy watched the proceedings for 
the Crown. 

One of the points raised in the defence was that the English 
Court had no jurisdiction to deal with the case. 

Sir Leslie Scott said that he had come to the conclusion that he 
could not resist the plea of no jurisdiction and he must therefore 
consent to judgment. 

Sir William Jowitt said that the defendants bad carried on 
business with success for several years and it had become desirable 
for them to extend their operations and raise more capital, and to 
have this claim outstanding against them was clearly detrimental. 
The British Government had never recognised the plaintiffs’ con- 
cession. The defence with the plea of no jurisdiction had been 
before the plaintiffs since December, 1952, but they had persisted in 
their claim and the defendants ad been obliged to incur great 
expense in bringing eminent lawyers from Turkey Palestine and 
Paris. Now the plaintiffs consented to judgment, but the defendants 
must have the action dismissed generally and not on the narrow 
ground that there was no jurisdiction to deal with real property 
abroad. The claim was entirely unfounded, and he asked that the 
action be dismissed generally with costs on the bigher scale. 

Mr. Justice Roche said that as no evidence or argument had 
been put before him he would simply give judgment for the 
defendants with costs. As the facts had not been gone into he did 
not know enough about the case to make a definite order himself on 
the question of costs on the higher scale, but he directed that the 
Taxing Master should consider the position and if in his discretion 
he thought fit to do so he should allow costs on the higher scale. 


Immigration Figures for 1933 
£6,500,000 BROUGHT IN 

40,703 Jewish immigrants were registered as having settled in 
Palestine during 1933, according to information published in the 
Commercial Bulletin of the Palestine Government. Of these, 27.862 
Jews entered on permits, 10,376 came as tourists and were permitted 
to remain, 2,465 who came in as tourists or who entered without 
permits were also authorised, 2,047 left the country. 

The Jewish newcomers included 3,250 persons with a capital of 
£1,000 and more each (the average given by the Jewish Agency fora 
“ capitalist” is £2,000, so that about 6) million pounds was srougnt 
into the country last year). 13,125 came from Poland, 5,392 from 
Germany, 1,411 from Rumania, 1,287 from Aden and Yemen, 1,256 
from Greece, 1,169 from the United States of America, 1,099 from 
Lithuania, and 287 from Great Britain and British possessions, 

Supplementary Grant for Current Period 

The Government has granted the Jewish Agency an additional 
1,200 labour certificates for the half-year period April to September, 
supplementary to the April schedule of 5,600 certificates. 660 cer- 
tificates are to go to agricultural workers, 465 to industrial workers 
and 75 are held in reserve. Fifty per cent. of the total number of 
certificates.are to go to German Jews. The certificates are to be 


distributed at the discretion of the Jewish Agency, mostly to male 
immigrants.

Thirty-six Years of Educating in Jerusalem 


Interview with Miss ANNIE E. LANDAU, MBE. 


[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM) 


Miss Annie E. Landau, M.B.E., the Headmistress of the Anglo 
Jewish Association's “ Evelina de Rothschild Girls’ School,” who is 
staying in London, granted me an 
interview prior to her departure. 

Miss Landau related that it was 
more than thirty-six years since 
she had first come to Jerusulem. 
When the War broke out, the 
Turks allowed her to remain 
until the end of May, 1915, though 
she an enemy subject. 
After, she left for Egypt to 
take up voluntary war work on 
behalf of the Jewish refugees from 
Palestine and Egypt, the School 
remained open, being then run by 
the local teachers who taught in 
English and Hebrew. In March, 
1917, circumstances necessitated the School being closed; yet, six 
weeks after the British Occupation of Jerusalem, Miss Landau was 
back again arranging for the re-opening of the School. 

Referring to the fact that so many of Jerusalem's girls receive 
their education in missionary schools, Miss Landau said that in her 
opinion this ‘was caused by the fact that there was no longer free 
Jewish education in the country. | 

The “ Evelina,’ where the fees were lower than at any other 
school, had a long waiting list, and in any case, could not on its own 
be the solution of the problem. Miss Landau said that she was 
happy to be able to state that there was a fair amount of co-operation 
between her school and those controlled by the Vaad Leumi. 

“ IT should like to take this opportunity,’ declared Miss Landau 
“of refuting’ the statements that have been made, from time to 
time, that no Hebrew is allowed in this school. I want to repeat 
as | have so frequently insisted, that the Evelina is bilingual in its 
wethod of tuition, Hebrew and English being employed side by side.’ 

Miss Landau referred to the fact that the constitution of the 
Evelina de Rothschild School makes it clear that the school strives 
to give a sound education to the daughters of respectable Jewish 
parents so that the pupils may be enabled to become decent citizens 
of Palestine and capable of earning a livelihood. “ Iam very proud,” 
feclared Miss Landau, “ to find that girls who have passed through 
this School are eagerly sought after by employers, and that in almost 
every case, they have remained steadfast in the exercise of Torah 
true Judaism.” 

Miss Landau said that very often parents whose children had 
already passed through other schools brought their daughters that 
they might learn English at the “ Evelina.” She pointed out, how- 
ever, that the school was not an establishment for teaching 
languages but an educational institution where stress was laid upon 
character-building. After a certain age it was extremely difficu!t 
to handle children who had received their earlier Jewish education 
at other schools. “ In consequence,’ Miss Landau continued, “ my 
staff have advised me, and I have agreed, not to enrol such gir!s 


because of the great difficulty of fitting them into the spirit and 
atmosphere.”

The Jewish Attitude To British Officials 
--— 
Ignorance and Misunderstanding 


To the Editor of Tur Jrewrsu CHRONICLE 


Srr,—I was very glad to read in yourissue of the 29th of June 
the letter of your correspondent on the subject of the Jewish 
attitude towards Great Britain in Palestine. He is not the only one 
here to notice the bitter anti-British feeling that is arising—I can 
almost say has arisen—among the Jews of Palestine. This feeling 
can and does take two forms—hostility to the British as a people 
and hostility to individual Englishmen, that is to say, British 
officials who have the thankless and apparently hopeless task of 
administering Palestine in accordance with the principles laid down 
in the Mandate. 

And hereI might take the opportunity of reminding my 
fellow Jews that the function of these British officials is not to 


_obey the behests or grant the requests of the Jews of Palestine and 


their spokesmen, self-appointed as well as formally elected, but 
to fulfil their duties in accordance with the principles laid down 
and instructions given by the Colonial Office and the High 
Commissioner. Nor have subordinate officials or even highly- 
placed ones the power to run policies of their own. Unfortu 
nately the Jews of Palestine, with very few exceptions, are com 
pletely ignorant of the powers, function and character in general 
of a British civil servant. Never having had experience of British 
government they can hardly be expected to be otherwise. Being 
unacquainted with British civil servants they are unaware that 
these officials have no politics. Moreover anti-Semitism is alien to 
the class from which these officials is drawn and in fact we can say 
to the British race as a whole. However, when errors are com. 
mitted the easiest, although not the most courageous, course is to 
seek a scapegoat and the British Official who is unable to reply and 
defend himself is the obvious one. Ifa policy, or the application of 
a policy, is objected to, the correct course to pursue in all British 
countries is to criticise the Government, not its servants. With 
apologies:to you I regret I have to deplore the ill service done to 
Jewry by the sensations, the exaggerations and the irresponsibility 
of Jewish journalists in general and those in Palestine in particular. 
Not only are they greedy to publish any charge against a Govern. 
ment Department or a Government official, apparently without any 
enquiry or consideration, but by reading into the Balfour Declaration 
and the Mandate far more than was ever there or intended by the 


‘British Government, whether or not it ought to have been there, 


they have encouraged an appetite and created grievances that do 
not exist. 

Your correspondent points to the recent German-Jewish 
immigrants into Palestine as the leaders in the anti-British move. 
ment. Ido not share this view. I have many friends among these 
refugees, but do not remember baving heard any anti-British 
sentiments among them, certainly not more than those which are 
generally current in Palestine Jewry and have probably been learnt 
here. On the other hand the most extravagant abuse of the 
officials is to be heard among the Russian and Polish Jews who form 
the majority of the Jewish population and, in public loquacity, 
almost the whole of it. 

I have already said that anti-Semitism is alien to the British, 
and it is improbable that even our friends can succeed in creating 
anti-Semitism in that milieu, but there is a risk if the present 
campaign continues; and at any rate persistent unjustified criticism, 
and often abuse, do not induce friendliness. Consequences of this 
are, undoubtedly, the reputation Palestine has acquired in the 
British official world, the disinclination of officials to come here 
from elsewhere, and the desire of those already here to get away. 
As for the Jewish officials it is no coincidence that whereas there 
were originally three or four Jewish heads of departments there is 
now not one ; and of the deputy heads only one has survived. I can 
only repeat that Government officials, Jewish as well as non-Jewish, 
are servants of the Government not of the Jewish people as is so 
often stated in the Yishuv, and that the Yishuv who presumably 


want Jewish officials are themselves making it impossible for such

M.P..s ADDRESS EAST END MEETING 


APPEALS FOR A UNITED JEWRY 

Interruptions on the part of a bandful of Communists marred 
the public demonstration that was held on Monday evening at the 
Royalty Rooms, Great Alie Street, E., at which the Parliamentary 
visitors to Palestine were present and delivered addresses. They 
were Mr. Barnett Janner, Major H. A. Procter, Captain W. F. 
Strickland, and Mr. C. Summersby. The meeting was so crowded 
that hundreds of people had to be tarned away. Judging by 
the enthusiastic applause with which the speeches were received 
ninety-nine per cent. of the audience were wholebeartedly with 
the speakers, but one or two interrupters were so persistent 
that Mr. Janner, who appeared to be selected for particular victimisa-. 
tion, had at one stage of his speech to wait five minutes before he 
could proceed. 

Mr. Paul Goodman, who presided, asked their visitors to take with them 
to Whitehall this message which Herzl delivered at the Zionist Congress 


held in London in 1900: “ England, mighty England, free England, with 


its world-embracing outlook, will understand us and our aspirations. 
With England as a starting-point, we may be assured that the Zionist 
idea will soar further and higher than ever before.” 

Captain Strickland said the Jewish problem was far greater than 
any party matter. In Palestine he had found a happy, smiling people 
wherever he went. A greater ideal had never been presented to any race 
in the world than they had before them in the Zionist Movement. He 
paid a warm tribute to what had been accomplished in Palestine and 
declared that nobody had bevefited more in Palestine than the Arabs 
through Jewish occupation “ and in their heart of hearts they know it,’’ 
he added. He appealed for support for the varions Zionist funds ani 
urged that there should be no voice of dissension in the great ideal. 
“* Stick together,’’ he pleaded. 

Mr. Summersby, who was unable to speak for more than a few 
moments owing to a sore throat, said that what had happened in Palestine 
was almost as wonderful as the Pyramids themselves. ‘Stand together,’ 
he urged, “‘ and you have nothing to fear. You'll win through.’ 

Major Procter said that what the Jews had achieved in Pales- 
tine was at once the wonder and admiration of the world. “It is your 
land and not the Arab's land,” was one of Major Procter’s declarations. 
* You may be impatient,” he said, “ but do not forget that the few years 
since the Balfour Declaration are nothing in the eyes of Him Who 
has watched over the destiny of the Jewish people. You have suffered 
great persecutions in the past. Whether it was the civilisation of Egypt or 
of Babylon or of Persia or of Rome or Greece, the Jew has stood by the 
yraves of those cultures and Jewish civilisation and culture still survive. 
And what shall we say of Hitler? Do you think that he can prevail when 
such great Powers and conquerors have failed ’ 

“T am determined,” said Major Procter, “to see that the British 
Government honours its promise made to the Jews throughout the world— 
that Palestine should be the Home of the Jews. Ido not believe that we 
are carrying ont our Mandate according to the spirit or the letter. If you 
ask ‘why?’ I would simply say that the Government seems to be afraid 
of offending the Arabs. it is a policy based on fear.” For every dunam 
of land, the Jews had paid not a fair price but an exorbitant. price—£100 
an acre for land that, to look at it, they would not think would grow any- 
thing. They must hold fast and no insidions movements should take place 
to divide their voice. Lf there was a divided Jewry in Palestine then the 
Zionist movement, the labours of Herzl and their great mission would 
perish. 

Mr. Barnett Janner appealed for unity in Jewish ranks, “so that 
we may be in a position, not only so far as Palestine is concerned 
but as far as the whole world is concerned, to show the peoples of the 
world that the Jewish race and the Jewish people are sufficiently staunch 
towards each other to merit the support of those who are prepared to 
support us.” Some Communist interrupters at the back of the hall 
disturbed the proceedings for a few minutes and Mr. Janner said he hoped 
that no one would regard these interruptions as being indicative of the 
feelings of the majority of those present. Loud and prolonged applause 
greeted this statement. 

Mr. Janner, continuing, said that when in Palestine he and his 
colleagues spoke to the High Commissioner for hours and they told him 
what their point of view was. Appealing for unity, Mr. Janner said 
they had suffered enough and it was time that they stood together in 
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matters which were of the utmost importance tothem. “ Let us have », 
end to our bickerings,” he declared in conclusion, amid loud applause.

Herzl and “ The Jewish State”

SIR,—Mr. 8. Y. Jacobi very seriously misrepresents what I wrote in 
attributing to me *‘ anxiety to deny that Dr. Herzl actually thought of 
Jewish State,” as there was no statement in my previous letter that cou)! 
possibly be interpreted in such a way. And his remark about the Centra! 
Office of the Zionist (Organisation getting ‘“‘ frightened at the mention of 
the words ‘Jewish State’” is made with a singular lack of justification at 
a time when the Central Office has issued a new English edition of ‘‘ The 
Jewish State.” If Mr. Jacobi will get a copy of the book, he Will find that 
Iam responsible for it and he will realise the groundlessness of his 
reproaches. 

He seems to have entirely missed the main point of my letter, viz., 
to refute the utterly unwarranted statement of Mr. Jacob de Haas that i!

lated into ‘* Heimstiitte.’’ I showed that Herzl used the word “ Heim. 
statte’’ in his programme of ‘ Die Welt” nearly three months before the 
First Zionist Congress, and that it was adopted by the Congress Com- 
mission (which held three long sessions to define the aim of Zionism) an 
was unanimously approved by the Congress.

The Expulsions—And After 


Government's Stand Against Anti-Semitism 


POSSIBILITIES FOR FUTURE UNDERSTANDING 
[From our Correspondent.—IsTANBUL] 


Following the despatch of the Minister of the Interior, Shukru 
Kaya Bey, to Thrace, in order to investigate the circumstances of the 
expulsions, an official statement has been issued which not only 
clarifies the situation but is of momentous importance for the future 
of Turkish Jewry. The statement, which is in four sections, deals 
with the beginnings of anti-Semitism in Thrace during the War and 
its revival of late years according to foreign precepts. Anti-Semitic 
articles published recently in certain Turkish reviews also helped 


to sow discord between Turks and Jews. Sinister propaganda 


represented the Jews as persons of non-Turkish culture and as 


elements particularly prejudicial to national interests in the demili. 
tarised zones. As against this the statement gives the Jewish point 
of view, which attributes the cultural estrangement of the Jews to 
the conditions prevailing under the Sultans, and stresses their 
protest against attempts to represent them as unloyal citizens. 

Then follows an account of the events as they began in Chanak, 
spread all over Thrace, and culminated in Kirklareli, where sixty 
five Jewish houses were plundered. Since the middle of June, 
rumours had circulated among the population to the effect that the 
Government desired to have Thrace rid of Jews. The result was 
that three thousand out of thirteen thousand Jews were compelled 
to leave for Istanbul. The third part of the statement describes 
the measures which have been taken to safeguard officials from the 
influence of propaganda and against all officials whose attitude has 
been judged reprehensible. In addition, all possible redress is being 
given to the Jews. 

Part 4 is the most important, as it constitutes a solemn 
undertaking by the Turkish Government to oppose any kind of 
pressure to enforce emigration, or any attempt at boycott. The 
‘Turkish Government, it declares, will never permit anywattempts to 
create hostile feeling against anv class of citizens, and expects the 
Press to eschew publications likely to sow discord among citizens. 
The Popular Party, moreover, will inquire into the activities of 
such regional committees as have not properly done their duty, and 
will take drastic steps against those of its members who have 
misused their influence. 

The very satisfactory effect produced by this statement was 
somewhat marred by the publication next day of the anti-Jewish 
Mriuut INKILAP, which a former communication from Angora had 
represented as having already been closed, as well as by the innu- 
endoes with which one or two papers accompanied their comments.

The Murder of Dollfuss 


Late Phone Message from Vienna 


POSITION OF AUSTRIAN JEWRY 


NO IMMEDIATE CAUSE FOR ANXIETY 


New Leader’s Attitude 


Immediately before going to press, we had a_ telephone 
conversation with our Vienna correspondent, who described the 
situation as “now perfectly peaceful throughout Austria.” At 
first the Jewish population was naturally gravely alarmed at 
the events, and Jews everywhere were deeply moved by the 
death of Dollfuss. It is intended to hold a special Jewish 
memorial function in honour of the late Chancellor. It 
was feared that the events were leading to a Navi revolution 
with results that every Jew foresaw only too plainly. Now that the 
murderous uprising has been suppressed, Austrian Jewry are greatly 
relieved and feel that a calamity has been narrowly averted. The 
new leader of the Government, Dr. Schuschnigg, although politically 
associated with anti-Semitism, has never been a violent protagonist 
of this cult and has consistently stressed the necessity for lawful 
and peaceful methods of Government. 

In a special message to Jews in Great Britain who have 
relatives and friends in Austria, our correspondent re-assured them 
as to the state of affairs and ‘emphasised that the situation at the 
moment gives no cause for anxiety. 


Loss of Bulwark Against Nazism 


The brutal and cowardly murder of Dr. Dollfuss marks the culmi 
nation of the Nazi campaign of terrorism that has been wreaking 
havoc throughout Austria. In spite of the recent strengthening of the 
Government and the issue of decrees enforcing the death penalty 
for terrorist attacks, or even for preparation for them,the Nazis had 
demonstratively shown their intention of persisting in the campaign. 
On the same day that the decrees were published, two bomb attacks 
were made in Vienna, with Jews as victims. 

Dr. Dolifuss had always been at pains to counter violent forms 
of anti-Semitism, although, under his rule, the gradual elimination 
of Jews from many spheres was the order of the day. Nevertheless, 
he was regarded by Austrian Jewry as a bulwark against persecu- 
tion and the horrors of a Naziregime. It is now to be expected 
that anti-Nazi measures will have to be even more severe. 

The Jewish population of Vienna, it is learnt, has been, as might 


be expected, in a state of anxiety ; but noanti-Jewish action has been 
reported in the course of the Putsch and the ensuing confusion.

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Hitler's Lesson to American Jewry 


The Group Prejudice Problem 


Vigorous Examination into Causes 


JEWS AWAKE TO WIDER RESPONSIBILITIES 


FROM OUR NEW YORK CORRESPONDENT 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Str,—There is a paradox in the fact that Hitler has been of 
great service to American Jewry. While the Nazi dictator has set 
the clock back in terms of general progress, he has set the clock 
forward in the development of American-Jewish life. For this, 
perhaps, the Jews owe Hitler a vote of thanks! 

Essentially, Hitler has made American Jewry introspective. 
The Jewish Community has been prompted to look itself over, take 
stock of ita shortcomings and plan for its future. ‘The process of 
stabilisation which began at the beginning of the depression has been 
considerably accelerated. Most important of all, Hitler has been 
responsible for a determined effort to eradicate religious and racial 
hatred from American life. The Jews have come to realise that 
they must take radical steps to assure permanently harmonious 
relations with their non-Jewish neighbours. 

The very existence of American Jewry is dependent upon its 
relations with American Christians. The fact that American Jews 
are active in so many spheres makes it imperative that the 
relationship between Christians and Jews be one of cordiality and 
understanding. There can be no temporary trace dependent for its 
longevity upon the turn of the economic wheels or the smoothness 
of the social machine. American Jewry has come to appreciate that 
its future is dependent upon the permanent eradication of friction 
between the various groups in the larger American life. This means 
that drastic steps are necessary. If, for instance, anti-Semitism is 
intensified by economic upheaval, what can be the future of a country 
where economic depressions are likely to occur periodically? If 
Jew-hatred results from the isolation of the Jew from general 


‘communal and civic life. must not the Jew set out to remove this 


cattse? And if prejudice is intensified because the Jew offers a 
potential threat to the economic or social safety of the non-Jewish 
American, should not the Jew do something to remove such a fear ? 
In other words, there is a feeling that the Jew must get down 
to the root of the question. He must do his share in effecting a 
permanent solution to the problem of anti-Semitism. Moralising is 
effective only with the intellectuals: it has little effect upon the 
masses which form the body of anti-Jewish movements. It is bad 
statesmanship to attempt to effect.a solution based on moral appeal 
alone. This is asimple lesson which has been learned from the 
(rerman situation, where the counter-propaganda against anti- 
Semitism seems to have been effective only among those to whom it 
need never have been addressed. In short, the Jews are coming to 
realise that the question of eradicating anti-Semitism is not one 
exclusively for Christians. The Jews also have responsibility. 


Dangers of Occupational Bunching 


Part of this responsibility was already dimly realised even 
before Hitler came to power. Since the depression, for instance, 
there has been a strong conviction that a re-orientation of Jewish 
economic life is needed. The over-crowding of the professions by 
Jews and their concentration within the narrow confines of a few 
industries, are seen to be harmful to the Jews’ economic future. 
When the depression shattered the extravagant dreams of Jews, 
voiceswere diready raised to warn that the economic centralisation 
of the Jew was dangerous for himself if not for others. At the same 
time it was dimly perceived that this situation was undesirable in 
another way. It presented a menace to Christian aspirations. Toa 
certain extent, it shut out the non-Jew from some professions aud 
business fields. 

Hitler has now crystallised these realities. He has made 
American Jews aware that what was called for from internal needs is 
now rendered imperative by external pressure. The Jews must avoid 
presenting even a seeming threat to the economic safety of the non- 
Jew. Therefore, as one of the factors in preventing anti-Semitism, 
American Jewry must effect a decentralisation of its economic life. 
Already Jewish youth is being warned to avoid studying for the 
professions and to select some less crowded sphere. An effort is 
also being made to get Jews into productive agricultural pursuits, 
with the result that a minor “ back to the land” movement is in 
progress. 

With characteristic energy and that adaptability to new situa- 
tions at short notice, necessitated by Jewish life throughout the 
ages, the thoughtful minds in American Jewry are developing a new 
approach to the question of eliminating anti-Jewish intolerance. In 
the United States this question has long been studied. The National 
Conference of Jews and Christians, for instance, has been carrying

Association, but not Assimilation 


One of the most significant lessons which have been learne:| 
from the work of the Conference, the truth of which has been 
sharply emphasised by the advent of Hitler. is that Christians mus! 
not ask Jews to assimilate and Jews, on the other hand, must no! 
maintain a communal! isolation. Paradoxical as this may seem, ;: 
is recognised by far-sighted Jews and Christians alike as the only 
successful approach to a permanent solution. This factor can be 
extended also to the relationship between Protestants and Catholics. 
In other words the Protestants, who are the majority, must recognise 
certain realities. Changes in doctrinal positions are not necessar, 
to harmonious relations and, if made, must come voluntarily from 
within the groups and cannot be forced from without. The realities 
of the spiritual brotherhood of the Jews, their insistence upon main 
taining a communal integrity, the religious hierachy of the Catholics. 
international in scope as it is, and the Catholic doctrine of the 
supreme authority of the Church—all must be respected by the 
Protestant majority. 

In the past, “anti’’ movements were based in part on the 
irritation caused to the majority by the dissimilar culture, religion 
or communal habits of minorities. This arose largely out of a 
misunderstanding of the latter's nature. The anti-Catholic move. 
ments throughout American history resulted from the claim of the 
Protestants that the Catholics were an alien and dangerous group 
ruled by a foreign potentate. The Jews, similarly, have from time 
to time been attacked as ’ international’ and maintaining a cultura! 
isolation foreign to the spirit of the Protestant majority. What was 
stressed was not the factors that might unite all groups but those 
which divided and irritated. The problem was approached in a 
wholly negative spirit. 

There has, however. developed among discerning Protestants 
the feeling that persecution of minority groups has never solved an) 
problems. To-day the Catholics are much stronger in America than 
at the time of the A.P.A.. Know Nothing and Ku Klux Movements. 
They have not made a single doctrinal change to conform with the 
demands of Protestants, nor is any amount of persecution likely to 
succeed in effecting any such changes. In the case of the Jews, 
too, persecution has accomplished nothing. In fact it has had 
precisely the opposite etfect to that intended. Instead of making 
the Jews assimilate, it has strengthened their group consciousness. 
Hitler has done more to make the Jews of the United States Jewish. 
conscious than any other single factor in recent Jewish history. 

The Lessons of the Prophets— Righteousness and Justice 

At the same time Jews have come to understand that they must 
play a more active part as a group in the civic, communal anid 
national affairs of the country and must co-operate more fully with 
Protestant and Catholic groups in furthering the general progress 
of the nation. ‘To do this they need not assimilate. On the con- 
trary, they can maintain their communal integrity provided it does 
not lead to communal! isolation. As a recognised communal group 
the Jews can unite with other groups in furthering all programmes 
in the interests of the general community for which there is, a 
mutual basis of appeal. They can be both Jewish and whole- 
heartedly American. There is a tendency, in fact, at this time for a 
re-emphasis of group ideals and group action in American life. The 
serious social and economic problems confronting America, the self. 
consciousness of the various Church groups as a result of the Nazi 
persecution of religious bodies in Germany, have intensified 
the group approach to religious, social and economic problems. 
The Church situation in Germany has made Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews think generally in terms of their - own 
groups, although there is a mutual recognition of the need 
for a triple alliance in the face of the common Nazi danger. 
In the same way, a group response has been elicited by the 
problems at home. Thus we have the Catholic crusade against 
immoral films and indecent literature and the Protestant movement 
for social justice, a movement in which the Jews also have been active. 
There has, however, been recognition of the fact that upon many o/ 
these questions all groups can unite. In the campaign against 
unwholesome films, for example, Protestants and Jews throughout 
the country are joining with Catholic groups. In certain other 
kinds of social action there is likewise a basis for joint action, these 
co-operative movements being widely appreciated as an important 
factor in eliminating prejudice. Moreover, apart from the fact that 
closer understanding results from co-operation, it is sometimes 
safest for the Jews to take part in joint action. Social justice 
efforts undertaken separately by the Jews, for instance, may easily 
be distorted by anti-Semites into programmes of revolutionary 
aggression. Where the Jews join with other groups such an accusa- 
tion would have to be levelled at all such groups. 

Among thinking Jews there has been a realisation, too, tha! 
the cause of anti-Semitism being largely economic, the vicious circ!e 
of unrestrained competition producing a deadly reaction against the 
Jew who frequently predominates in trades and professions, and is 
thus a handy seapegoat, the solution for this type of anti-Semitis™ 
is to strike at the root of the evil. This can be done only by means 
of a programme of social justice having as its object the elimination 
of the reckless profit motive from national economic life. As soon 
as this is done the economic element in anti-Semitism will disappear. 

Thus Hitler has taught American Jewry that its task must be 
to work diligently towards creating a social and economic society in 
America in which the destructive fungus of racial hate will find no 
soil for growth. It must prevent a combination of social, political 
and economic circumstances which produced a Hitler in Germany, 
and which, if duplicated, can easily produce another Hitler in 
America or anywhere else. America Jewry is showing signs of 
getting down to the essence of this problem.

4 TALK WITH A “JEWISH CHRONICLE” REPRESENTATIVE 

Dr. Cyrus Adler, President of the American Jewish Committee. 
is spending a few days in London before going on to Zurich to attend 
the meetings of the Board of Governors of the Hebrew University 
writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). Itook the opportunity, 
in the course of an interview, of obtaining his views on questions 
of interest. The boycott was the first subject we discussed, and in 
connection with this aspect of the German-Jewish situation he told 
me emphatically: ~ I have been, personally, entirely opposed to any 
public declaration of a boycott. 

How, I asked, do the other responsible leaders of American 
Jewry view the attitude of the Board of Deputies, and particularly 
of the Joint Foreign Committee, towards the present crisis ? 

“IT can say this,’ he replied, “ that so far as the American 
Jewish Committee is concerned, we have been in constant touch 
with the Board of Deputies, and we have been quite of one mind in 
dealing with the situation. I think the Board has acted admirably.’ 
Asked for his impressions of the Board, following his attendance 
at the last meeting of that body on the Sunday before last, Dr. Adler 
said that while he had known the Board for a good many years, he 
had never before realised that it was so representative a body and 
dealt with what really were-all the interests of the Jewish Com: 
munity—political, educational, religious and so on. He gained the 
impression that we in Great Britain are probably now one of the best 
organised Jewish Communities in the world. He bad also attended 
a private meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee which had been 


held that (Sunday) afternoon, and he found them a body of very 


capable and resolute people—quite independent, fearless, freely 
expressing their opinions, yet able to get together and work together. 

Is American Jewry, | asked, pulling its weight in the present 
crisis 

Comparisons are odious,’ he replied. ~ [ think myself that in 
the present crisis Anglo-Jewry has done the best of any Jewish 
community. America is a little more remote and has very many 
larger internal problems of its own. But there has been brought 
about in the Jewish Community in Americaacomplete co-ordination 
of our Fund gathering for Germany, for all our overseas work 
and for our work for Palestine. 

“ | think that Great Britain has, in this crisis in Germany, acted 

great courage and sympathy and that British Statesmen, 
Churchmen and the British people generally have shown that they 
have a sense of fair-play and justice and, even more important, a 
great love of liberty. I think that this is, at bottom, the sentiment 
that has inspired many of the leaders. The Jewish Community in 
England has not only shared this sentiment, but has shown a deep 
sensitiveness to all things that were happening in Germany and 
has, in my opinion, displayed great wisdom.”

Grand Order Sons of Jacob 


SUCCESS OF BURGESS HILL CONVALESCENT HOME 
[From our Correspondent] 


It is not generally realised that there are three Friendly Society 
Convalescent Homes—the Home at St. Nicholas, Birchington-on- 
Sea, the Shoyswell Home at Etchingham and the Ladies’ Home at 
Burgess Hill. The two first-named, which are managed under the 
auspices of the Association (through a separate Governing Body) and 
of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham respectively, are 
for men and women; but the Burgess Hill Home is available only to 
members of the Ladies’ Guilds of the Sons of Jacob. Bequeathed 
by a non-Jewess, Miss Luckman Bennett, the Home was consecrated 
by the Chief Rabbi in May, 1932, and almost from the opening day 
there has been a constant demand for its benefits. Nearly seven 
hundred women convalescents have been accommodated to date at 
Burgess Hill. 

The extraordinary progress which has been shown since the establish- 
ment of this Home is making it necessary for the Order to consider the 
advisability of extending its usefulness still further. Pressure on accom- 
modation raises the question whether it would be more desirable in the 
interests of the Guild members to cxtend the present premises or to seek 
another property altogether. A special conference of the Grand Lodge 
has been convened for August 12th when a report on the position will be 
submitted and discussed. Lodges of the Order play their part in con e- 
cratipg beds. On Sunday next a bed will be consecrated in the name of 
the Simon Rosenthal and Max Lederman Lodge Ladies’ Guild, and appli- 
cations have also been received from the Alec Palace Lodge, the Goodman 
Benjamin Lodge and the Central Hackney Lodge. The last-named Lodge 
has already contributed valuable support by raising the funds necessary 
for the installation of the central heating plant. 

NEW BRANCHES.—The Grand Lodge has granted dispensation to the 
Giasgow Lodge, which was formed a few weeks ago. Its prospects are 
very hopeful, and it has acquired its own premises, and when the Lodge is 
firmly established it is proposed to form a Ladies’ Lodge in association 
with it. The officers are: Bros. H. Crown, President; I. Levy, Vice- 
President; M. Aiken, Treasurer; and I. Cohen, Hon. Secretary. Arrange- 
ments are being made for. the consecration towards the «cnd of the summer, 
and in the meantine applications for membership should be forwarded to 
Bro.

Bananas 
Baked Banana Pudding 


Riod of an orange. 
Three bananas. 


Flour, # ozs. 
Margarine, 4 ozs. 
Cream of tartar, | teaspoonful. Two large eggs. 
Bicarbonate of soda, } teaspoonful. Castor sugar, 4 ozs 
SIEVE the flour, cream of tartar and bicarbonate of soda together. 
Beat the margarine and sugar to a cream, add the lightly beaten egy « 
and grated orange rind, then gradually stir in the flour. Peel and slice 
the bananas and add these to the mixture. Turn into a greased flreproc! 
dish and bake in a modlerate oven for about an hour. 


Banana Flan 
Short crust. Apricot jam. Three bananas. 

LINE a flan ring with short crust. Prick the bottom well; line with 
grease-proof paper and fill with uncooked rice. Bake in a moderate oven 
till lightly browned ; then remove the rice and paper and leave till cold. 
Cut the bananas into slices, arrange (overlapping) in circles in the past:y 
case. Warm about half-a-pound of apricot jam, rub it through 4 sieve. 
and cover the bananas with it. Serve hot or cold. 


Banana Puffs 
Puff or short crust. Bananas. Jam, 

CHOOSE ripe bananas, skin and cut in halves then coat with jam that 
has been warmed and sieved. Roll out the pastry thinly and fold a piece 
around each half banana. Bake at once in a hot or moderate oven (hot 
for puff pastry) and serve either hot or cold. 


Banana and Cheese Salad 
Four bananas. Une or two apples.

West Hampstead Jewish Day School 


FOLLOWING THE LEAD OF CATHOLICS AND NONCONFORMISTS 


rhe West Hampstead Day School held their Annual Sports Day 

at the playing fields at Sidmouth Road, N.W., on Monday last. 
| Mr. HUGH Harris, M.A., Headmaster of the School, in welc ming the 

Visitors, said that he looked forward in the future to inviting them to their 
own playing fields when the school had acquired the new premises of 
which it was so badly in need. He thought the choice of that day for 
their gathering, although purely accidental, was significant. For it 
followed close upon the Fast of Av, and they were taught that after 
Jerusalem was destroyed a new Jerusalem was built up elsewhere which 
took the form of a school. As of old they could look forward to the 
salvation and preservation of Judaism after the sad events, in the work 
and progress of its educational institutions. They had been happy to have 
in their school the children of some German refugees who had made 
excellent progress. In introducing Mr. Herbert Loewe, Mr. Harris said that 
Mr. Loewe performed the very important work of interpreting the ancient 
traditions of Judaism at the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge and London. 

Mr. HERBER ' LOEWE said that they were sometimes asked for the 
raison d'etre of a Jewish school. He would remind the parent who was 
$0 anxious for his son to go to Eton, that Eton was not always so anxious to 
welcome his son. In general schools, where there was room for all, Jewish 
children could find places; but in a particularly fashionable or select school, 
there was certainly not always room for the Jewish child. He felt that 
the argument of those parents who would not support the idea of a Jewish 
school because they wished to avail themselves of the most exclusive non 
Jewish establishments, was based on pure snobbishness. The first serious 
argument against a Jewish school came when it was complained that in 
such a school it was impossible to foster the Public School tradition as it 
was understood in this country. That argument, he submitted, had 
already been answered by other denominations, when they established 
the great Catholic and Nonconformist Schools in this country. What 
was satice for the gander was surely sauce for the goose. Then, 
again, let them look abroad, let them look at Germany, when it 
was still a civilised. country, and there they would see that the 
Frankfort Gymnasium which was a Jewish school run on Orthodox 
Jewish lines, attracted crowds of non-Jewish pupils who clamoured 
for admission into what was the very best type of German Gymnasium 
animated with the very finest spirit and renowned for the. exceptional 
educational advantages it provided. What were the alternatives to a 
Jewish school if parents really cared that their child should not lose his 
Jewish culture® There was the arrangement that could be made in 
certain circumstances, where a headmaster was very tolerant and under 
standing, by which a boy received his Jewish instruction out of school, aud 
was allowed to observe his religion in all its particulars. That arrange 
ment had, with the best will in the world, been found not to work. Then 
there was the Jewish House; and finally there was the Jewish school, 
where, provided they had the right staff and the spirit of the school was as 
it should be, the double standard of Jewish and English culture could 
be pursued and maintained. But the success of such a school as theirs 
must depend to a great extent on the co-operation of the parents. 
No school could make up for Jewish children what was neglected in their 
homes, and there were certain definite aspects of Jewish life that the 
Jewish father must always teach, just as there were other important 
things that the school should do for him. Mr. Loewe pleaded with Jewish 
parents to see that there was a Jewish library in every home. By that 
he did not mean necessarily a “highbrow ™ collection of Jewish books, or 
Jewish books simply of a devotional nature. They needed also some of 
those many delightful Jewish productions which boys and girls could read 
for sheer pleasure and thus learn to know Hebrew otherwise than as the 
language of prayer. In conclusion, Mr. Loewe said that he learnt with 
pleasure that they were to move into more commodious premises, and he 
wished their Committee more power to their elbow in the important work 
they were performing. | 

Mr. EMANUEL SNOWMAN, in thanking Mr. Loewe, told the parents that 
they had acquired the new premises they all so ardently desired and that 
they were not only magnificent, but they also stood in an acre of ground. 
Rabbi RABINOWITZ seconded the motion.

“The Leeds Community ” 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Your correspondent, Mr. 8. Tamarind, complains that in my 
recent article | made no meution of the Jewish Workers’ Burial and 
‘Trading Society, of which he is the Secretary. 

The reasons for the omission must be evident to all who understood 
the drift of my article, which was that of showing how detrimental.to the 
growth and progress of Leeds, is the continued existence of the Chevras 
and the Chevra spirit. The Jewish Workers’ Burial and Trading Society 
isa Chevra. Had it remained what it was originally intended to be, viz: 
an Institution for providing decent burials toits members, in all probability, 
all existing grievances, if any, would long ago have been remedied. Bat, as 
Mr. Tamarind admits, it soon developed into what he styles a °* butchering 
department.’’ Im other words, it became a new Shechita organisation in 
opposition of course to the Shechita Boar. The resultant damage to the 
Leeds Shechita Board, as well as the communal upheaval caused by an 
incessant series of conflicts, form one of the most dismal chapters in the 
communal history of Leeds. 

Mr. Tamarind says that their Rabbi is “a member of the Leeds 
Beth Din and in co-operation with the Leeds Board of Shechita.’’ Yes, 
this is the case now at long last, but it is not due to any help, service or 
co-operation rendered by Mr. Tamarind's Society. The fact is, that, 
after years of bickering, the Executives of the B'nai B'rith, the Shechita 
Board and the leading Congregations decided that steps must be taken 
at all costs to have one united Shechita for Leeds. This could only be 
done by incorporating the Society's Shechita operations within the scope 
of the Leeds Shechita Board. This, as | have said, was finally achieved 
at great cost and great sacrifice to the Shechita Board. If, therefore, the 
Workmen's Burial and Trading Society are now enjoying the happiness 
described by Mr. Tamarind, the credit is due to the hard and persistent 
self-sacrificing efforts of our communal leaders who aimed at a united 
Shechita, no matter what the cost might be. 

Mr. Tamarind is in error when he says that his society is one of the 
‘oldest and largest Jewish institutions.” The major institutions which I 
described at some length in my article are all older, and many of them 
larger in membership. His contention that “its activities are too 
numerous to mention” in the brief space at his disposal is, to say the 
least, pour-rire. wonder what are its activities”? 

We are all delighted (and I am sure Mr. Tamarind is) that we now 
have one unified Shechita for Leeds. Long may it be so! As for the 
society represented by Mr. Tamarind, !ct it continue to function peacefully 
as a nice. self-respecting Chevra.

SIR, —t cannot be denied that n vreat deal of goodwill and 
mutual respect is gained by representative teams at international 
sports meetings. It is, therefore, a very welcome sign of the growing 
solidarity of the Jewish nation that Palestine—and by Palestine | 
mean Jewish Palestine— is being represented at the Fourth Women's 
World Games in London next month by a team of girl athletes from 
the Maccabi. 

It is the first time in the history of these meetings that Palestine will 
be represented. The country which can boast ambassadors to represent 
its traditions and its people in other countries is a nation that will more 
readily gain the understanding and sympathy of the world at large. The 
outstanding performances of individual Jews representing the country of 
their birth and pointed to with pride by J: wry all the world over are not 
sufficient proof of the fitness and virility of the present generation of Jews. 
Rather are these individuals pointed out by anti-Semites as the excep- 
tions which prove the rule. If, however, other nations find themselves 
constantly in rivalry under equal terins with teams of young Jews and 
Jewesses competing under their cn nutional banner. it will do much to 
give lasting proof to the world that here is a nation reborn. 

The Maccabi Movement is efficiently looking at this aspect of the new 
Jewish people. It is endeavouring to ensure that future generations will 
be healthy, virile, and imbued with the team spirit. !t has provided 
lewry with their first representative teams at international sports meet 
ings for both men and women. The Palestine team at the West Asiatic 
Olympic Games in New Delhi in March of this year was composed 
‘ ntirely of Maccabi athletes who, alth ich only six in number. carried 
off no fewer than fifteen medals. 

The team which will arrive in London for the Fourth Women’s World 
Games will be a young one. Its youncest members are but fourteen years 
of age, while the veteran of the party is only twenty-two. The prestige 
of Jewry can be enhanced by the youth of Eretz Yisrael and it is for us in

The Lucas Tooth Institute 


The valuable work this Institute at St. Olave’s, Bermondsey, 8.E., is 
doing in training leaders for clubs and of which Jewish clubs, including 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, take full advantage, was amply demonstrated 
on Thursday evening of last week, when a demonstration of some of its 
work was given. The display was accomplished with a “ slickness ” and 
efticiency that was simply amazing. If only the clubs would send more 
of their promising members interested in physical training to be trained 
there as leaders, their instruction would improve considerably with a corre. 
sponding effect upon their members. The system as taught there insists 
on speed and accuracy and is a tribute to the skill and patience of Major 
W. K. Garnier, the Director of the Institute, and his staff. The exercises 
not only improve the physique but the mental faculties,.as a result of the 
concentration demanded in performing them. The entire display was 
taken by leaders trained at the Institute. The programme opened with a 
isplay by a Junior Class from the Oxford and St. George’s Boys’ Club, 
Berner Street, under the instruction of Mr. M. Zeff. This was one example 
of how the work was being passed on to others outside the Institute 
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(the principal object of the Incorporated Lucas Tooth Boys’ Training 
Fund), and how well the Lucas Tooth trainees conducted their own 
classes. The second part showed how a full evening's work could 
be conducted in any club which did not possess a single piece of 
apparatus. This was taken by Mr. M. Banks, and was a marvel of 
ingenuity. It showed that the Director and 
staff of the Institute not only visualise the 
difficulties of many clubs, but had worked 
out in a& remarkable way how these 
difficulties could be overcome without the 
members of a class so placed losing interest. 
The third part of the programme showed 
the equipment of the qualified leaders’ 
class and the subjects they are qualified to 
teach. They gave a display of gymnastics, 
boxing, club swinging, games, fencing, 
agility exercises and self-defence. Among 
the interested spectators were Col. E. M. 
Halsted, Commandant of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade, and Mr. T. J. Phillips, both 
representing the Association for Jewish 
Youth. The Earl of Athlone Badge, the 
highest award offered .by the Institute 
every year for best individual work, was 
won by 5S.

- ctrie exercising, massaging and reducing gadgets. Stick to your walking. 
‘' you must try the machines, then do so only under the expert advice of 
“He ship's gymnastic instructor. It is easy to be jerked off the mechanical 
orse and one can quite easily sustain painful injury by misuse of the 
sassage travelling belt. As for bathing, do not overdo it. Once or twice 
. day at the most is sufficient. [Do not lie about the deck in a wet bathing 
ostume to be sun dried. This is a dangerous procedure in the Mediter- 
anean sun, If you are inelined to suffer from ear trouble do not bathe 
without suitable ear covering, because it will be found that the water in 
ship's bathing pool especially the portable pools on deck, is liable to 
et up irritation of the ear drums. I have seen some painful cases of this 
‘rouble among cruising enthusiasts. As a general rale, I am entirely against 
“un-bathing unless such is undertaken under the strictest supervision. It will 
be found that once the ship gets past Lisbon, it takes a matter of minutes 
only for the sun to blister the skin, no matter how mueh oily stuff is 
plastered on. You will, of course, be in holiday mood and, m consequence, 
will not be bothering much about regular hours of sleep, but, as an officer 
of the Red Star Liner “Belgenland” told me, it does not do a passenger 
the least Bit of good to defy nature by keeping up till the early hours of 
the morning, smoking and “sclimodzing.” The ship’s bar, it will be found 
in most instances, will close down at about midnight or a little later, at the 
diseretion ef the Commander.

Chairman on Company’s Prosperity 


Managing Director Deals With American Interests 


The Fifty-seventh Annual General Meeting of The Distillers Company Limited 
was held in the North British Station Hotel, Edinburgh, on Friday, 20th July, when 


Mr. William H. Ross, Chairman of the Company, presided 

The Chairman said: 

My Lord, ‘Ladies and Gentlemen,—I presume that I have your permission to 
hold the Directors’ Report and Statement of Accounts as read. I think you will 
agree with me that the outstanding feature of the present Report is the recommenda 


tion of the Directors to restore the cut in the divi lend, which was reduced two 
years ago to 17} per cent. and has now been brought back to 20 per cent., the rate 
paid in each of the seven preceding. years This has been accomplished by an 
merease of profit, and not by any scaling down of the sums allocated to depreciation 
or placed to reserve. As a matter of fact, a special allocation has this year been 


made to the Superannuation and. Provident Fund to bring it more into line with the 


present obligations of this Scheme. Further, it will be seen that the amount carr ed 
forward to next year has been increased by nearly £53,00 
THE INCREASED PROFITS 
It would he easy for me to dogmatise as to the reasons for this improved result, 
but these, I think, may be summarised under the following heads 
(1) The improvement arising from the former conservative methods of dealing 


with the accounts 
(2) Economies arising through rationalisation and development of our works 
nearest to our markets 
(3) The advantages arising from the repeal of Prohibition in the U.S.A 
(4) The improvement in the Industrtal Spirit Trade 


Little may be said as to the first two reasons assigned for the improvement 
These must be apparent to all those who have followed our system of accounts in 
past years As rewards the third reason assigned, this is, perhaps, not such an 
important factor as some writers in the Press would have you suppose I do not 
wish to -under-rate the importance of the American market, but it ts. meantime 
limited on .account of two reasons, namely, the obvious shortage of money on the 
“other side” to pay for their commitments, and the desire of the American Govern 
ment to foster its own industry We are thankful, however, for the moderate 
increase in business which has come to us during the past few months, and will 
strive to ensure a continuance of this on sate hin 


INDUSTRIAL SPIRITS 

Pethaps the most productve increase in our business last year was im the domain 
of Industrial Spirits: I indcated last year that that was a branch of our business 
which was hkely to increase For the year ended 3ist March, 1933, the total trade 
of the country in Industrial Spirits for all purposes was 22,160,000 proof gallons, 
while for the year ended 3ist March, 1934, the trade had reached a total of 32,860,000 
proof gallons, or an increase of over 10 million proof gallons. Had such an mcrease 
been recorded on the potable side of our business, we would have looked for a 
much more substantial increase in our profits, but, as I pomted out in my Idst year's 
address, the margin of profit on industrial spirits ‘s much smaller than. that on spirits 
for beverage purposes on account of our endeavour to foster new business and add to 
the trade of this country. A considerable proportion of this new business arises from 
the manufacture at Huil of solvents by our own subsidiary company, the British 
Industrial Solvents, Limited, in which other interests are conjoined with our own 
Another new outlet recently opetied up is in the sale of a new motor fuel known as 
Cleveland Discol, which has been placed on the market by The Cleveland Petroleum 
Products Co. of London. Although we have no interest in the profits of that concern, 
we have given them the right to use cur trade mark “Discol” in return for the ex 
clusive contract from them for the alcohol contained in the mixture. We hear nothing 
but good reports of the product, which we accordingly recommefid to the motor ca: 
users among our stockholders 

HOME CONSUMPTION STILL DECLINING 

I -have reserved any reference to our sales of Scotch Whisky in the home 
markets until the last as I wish to refer again to the abnormal taxation from. which 
our Trade is suffering. Last year I was hopeful that we had reached the bottom 
of our downward path, but the official figures of the consumption of British made 
spirits for beverage purposes im Great Britain and Northern Ireland im the year 
ended 3ist March, 1934, show a further Grop of over 229,000 proof gallons, as com- 
pared with the previous year. 

We can derive a modicum of comfort from the fact that our distribut neg 
companies have more than maintained their proportion of the total trade. It 
disturbing, however, to think that a trade which stood at over 26 million proof 
gallons in 1914 should now have shrunk to 8,691,223 proof gallons in 1933/34 

NO TAXATION RELIEF 

It was with great disappointment that we learned the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
did not see his way to grant us the much needed relief, for which we have been 
petitioning annually for the last fifteen years. It ts somewhat consoling, however, 
that even five Scottish Members of Parliament saw fit to speak during the passage 
of the Finance Bill in favour of a reduction in the Duty. Their claim was answered 
by the Chancellor, who admitted that the Duty was too high and would warrant the 
granting of some relief at the first favourable opportunity. I think it well to provide 
the Chancellor, when he is of this mind, with additional reasons why this relief should 
not be further postponed. I think I have previously pointed out that the present 
Duty works out at 25 to 30 times the origimal value of the article, but I wish to 
quote the corresponding duties charged in some of the more important English 
speaking countries as compared with the present Duty ruling in this country of 
72s. 6d. per proof gallon. 

In Australia and New Zealand the Duty charged om imported spirits is 40s. 
per proof gallon, while spirits produced within the Commonwealth only pay 26s. 
per proof gallon. In Canada, imported whisky and gin pay 8 dollars, or, say 32s. per 

roof gallon, while domestic spirits pay only 7 dollars, or, say 28s. per proof gallon. 

In South Africa the duty on imported spirits is 45s. per proof gallon. ‘There is no 
local manufacture of whisky or gin but the Cape Brandy with which the imported 
Spirits compete is only subject to a duty of 12s. 6d. per proof gallon. In the United 
States the import duty is 5 dollars per American proof gallon, but is subject to a 
further 2 dollars of internal tax, thus making in all 7 dollars, or, say, 28s. per 
American proof gallon, while domestic spirits only pay the internal duty of 2 
dollars, or 8s. per American proof gallon. 

From the above it would appear that America, which has just thrown off the 
shackles of Prohibition and has still an unbalanced budget, is content to tax its own 
domestic spirit at, a rate equal to 8s. per gallon, or about one-ninth of the rate 
exacted by our Government on our own domestic spirits. 

ANALYSIS OF BALANCE SHEET. 

_. Coming now to an analysis of the Balance Sheet, you will find on the Liabilities 
side the additonal sums placed to Reserve and Superannuation Funds, as referred 
to im the Report, making these £3,250,000 and £400,000 respectively. The Subsidiary 
and Associate Companies’ Current and Loan Accounts together show an increase of 
slightly over £500,000, and this sum represents the surplus cash of these Companies. 

_ sundry Creditors, Reserves for Taxation and Contingencies, etc., is roundly 
£230,000 up at £1,799,367. During the year under review certain sales have taken 
place between Subsidiary and/or Associate Companies, the profits on which your 
Directors have thought it advisable to make provision for in the accounts of the 
Parent Company. This suspended profit, in addition to the provision made on sales 
of new whisky by the Parent Company to its subsidiaries, will, as explained in my 
address last year, come into the accounts as the goods involved go into consumption. 
These largely account for the increase referred to. 


The Capital of the Company remains unaltered—and this also applies to the 
Debenture Debt. 

Turning to the Assets side, you will find that Land and-Buildings have decreased 
by £80,000, and Plant and Utensils increased by about £10,000, and the total of 
these items makes the Property Account about £969,000, or £706,000 less than last 
year, notwithstanding that considerable additions were made, more particularly to 
Plant. Sundry Investments show an increase of over £840,000, which is principally 
due to an increase in opr holding of British Government Securities.

AUGMENTATION OF CASH RESOURCES. 

The only other items calling for comment are Investments in Subsidiary Com 
panies and Cash. These Investments, taking into consideration the purchases and 
sales during’ the period, which include the sale of our holding in Distillers 
Corporation-Seagrams Limited, ¢ anada, show on balance a decrease of fully £450,000 
This Canadian transaction, along with the liquidation of loans in connection there 
with and the surplus monies supplted by the Home Companies, largely accounts fo: 
the auementation of our cash resources. Last year I said your Diréctors were 
watching for an opportunity of mvesting some of our surplus funds, and, as stated 
in the Report, an outlet is being found by our entry into the U.S.A. 

Dealing now with the. Profit and Loss Account, the gross revenue, including 
registration fees, is £2,219,157. 0s. 1ld., and after deducting therefrom the debits 
fot Charges, Debenture Interest and Directors’ Fees, there remains a nett profit of 
£2.140,621 15s. 2d., which compares with £1,724,127 17s. 64., or an increase for the 
year of £416,493 17s. 8d 

APPRECIATION OF STAFF'S EFFORTS. 

Having now completed my review of the year’s accounts, this is an opportune 
time for me to voice the appreciation of the Directors of the untiring zeal and ability 
shown by the members of the staff, from the highest to the lowest, both at home 
and overseas, which has done so much to bring about the successful results of the 
past year. I am quite sure the stockholders will join in this expression of 
appreciation 

Ladies and Gentlemen, in the Report reference has been made to the retiral 
from the Board of Mr..Archibald Walker, and the Directors have expressed thei: 
grateful thanks for his valuable work during the 32 years in. which he was a 
member of our Board. I cannot allow this occasion to pass without making persona! 
reference to him as a colleague and friend. I had the privilege of being his senior 
as a Director by two years, and during the whole of the period of our association 
his assistance and advice on matters affecting the interests of the Company have 
been freely erven He leaves our Board with the friendship and best wishes of 
every member, and with the hope that he will be long spared to enjoy a well-merited 
retiral (Appiause.) 

CONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE 

And now, Ladres and Gentlemen, it only remains for me to express my 
confidence m the future of the Company. It is true that there are rocks ahead in 
the international situation whch give cause for uneasiness, but, against this, we 
have reason for thankfulness that this country has apparently weathered the storm 
and ts mastermmg tts difhculties in a way which is the envy of most other countries 

In this amprovement our own Company cannot fail te participate, as our financial 
position was never stronger than it is to-day. For this reason I have very great 
pleasure in moving the adoption of the Report, which recommends a final dividend 
on the Preference Stock of 3°, less tax, making 6%, less tax, for the year, also a 
final dividend on the Ordinary Stock of 124%, less tax, making, with the Interim 
Dividend of 7}°, already paid, a dividend for the year of 20%, less tax, and 
carrying forward to next year a balance of £316,339 6s. 1d. 

MANAGING DIRECTOR SECONDS. 

Mr. Thomas Herd, Managing Director, in seconding said : — 

Mr. Chairman, My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen,—In rising to second the 
motion for the adoption of the Report and Accounts put to you by the Chairman, 
I would first of all associate myself with all that he has said as to the valuable 
services rendered to the Company by Mr. Archibald Walker over a long period of 
years. Mr. Walker's techn-cal knowledge of the distilling industry is wnrivalled

The uncertainty of politics 
and finance abroad and the recent break in American stock values 
lead to caution in more speculative departments.

IMPROVED BUSINESS CONDITIONS 

The l2lst Ordinary Meeting of the Standard Bank of South Africa, Ltd., was 
held on the 25th July at Southern. House, E.C. 

The Rt. Hon. the Earl of Athlone, K.G., who presided, said he wished to 
express his admiration of the courage and faith of the people of South Africa 
during years of adversity and to pay a warm tribute to the statesmanship 
which had welded the nation into a powerful entity able to present a united 
front to the difficulties and problems which continued to perplex a dis 
turbed and distressed world. It might be said with confidence that 1933 
marked the opening of a new era for the Union of South Africa. The 
improvement in business conditions might be attributed both to political and 
economic influences, the chief of which were the restoration of confidence as a 
result of the formation of the Coalition Government ; a definite upward -move 
ment in world prices of certain of South Africa’s staple farm products; the 
stimulus to gold mining, including the opening up and development of new areas 
due to the premium accruing on gold ; and the advantages of a stabilised rate of 
exchange between Union Currency and sterling. These and other factors 
combined had successfully dispelled the feelings of nervousness previously in 
evidence and the mark of events during the year might well be regarded as an 
indication that in South Africaa definite step had been taken on the road to 
recovery. 

The improved conditions were reflected in the national accounts which, 
after the liquidation of a deficit of nearly £2,000,000 brought forward from the 
previous year, revealed a net surplus of over £4,500,000, while further welcome 
features were a substantial remission of taxation in many directions and 


measures for the rehabilitation of the. farming community and the alleviation 
of unemployment. 


THE YEAR’S FIGURES 


From the accounts it would be seen that deposits, current and other 
accounts, exceeded £55,090,000, an increase of approximately £2,200,000 as com- 
pared with last year’s figures. On the assets side cash in hand and at call 
and short notice amounted to £19,600,000, an increase of over £4,000,000; while 
investments at just under £10,000,000 showed an increase of £1,000,000. Bills of 
exchange were £600,000 higher.

Here we have a 
typical reflection of the Jewish spirit of 
optimism which rises from mourning over 
national disasters to revel in the hope of 
redemption to come. The same idea underlies 
the legend that the Messiah will be 
Tisha b Ar. 
THE SOURCE OF COMFORT 


born on 


If we read the chapter of Isaiah which forms 
the prophetic lesson for Shabbat Nacharu 
it is chapter 40—-we shall see how the prophet 
sought to bring home to the people the grounds 
of consolation and comfort. When death and 
desolation were the subject of their thoughts 
and they pondered on the frailty of mankind 
which seemed like the grass that burns upin 
the drought “ because the spirit of the Lord 
bloweth upon it,” Isaiah exclaims: ” Yes, the 
grass withereth, the flower fadeth; but there 
1s something that abides—the word of our 
God shall stand for ever.” God's promises 
stand. When news was spread in those days, 
the heralds used to get up on the hills to pro- 
claim their tidings. In this way, by beacon 
fires, the coming of the new moon was 
announced and the calendar wis regulated 
accordingly. And so the prophet tells Zion 
and Jerusalem that the best news they can 
convey to the people is: ~ Behold your God !" 
They might in their despair have forgotten 
that their Father would not forget them. The 
divine Shepherd would continue to care for 
His flock. 

THE LESSON OF HISTORY 

The reminder is effective only in the light 
of.history. We may recall occasions in the 
annals of Israel, as perhaps in our own lives, 
when seeming disaster has been converted 
into crowning salvation and blessing has been 
wrested from evil. It is by looking back with 
reflection that we are enabled to look forward 
with hope. The good tidings “ Behold your 
God!" really mean: Behold your God Who 
redeemed your ancestors, Who watched over 
His people and laid their oppressors low. 
Behold your God, Who is still upon His watch. 
tower on high and will not suffer tyranny for 
ever to triumph nor arrogance to prevail. 

THE SMILING RABBI 

There is a story of how Rabbi Akiba and 
some of his colleagues were once walking 
round the ruined walls of Jerusalem. Coming 
near Mount Moriah, where formerly the 
Temple stood, they saw a fox sneak out of the 
spot that must have been the site of the Holy 
of Holies. The Rabbis wept at the sight of 
this desecration, but Rabbi Akiba did not 
share their tears ; indeed, a smile played upon 
his face. “How can you rejoice,” his com. 
panions rebuked him, “ when you behold the 
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sacred place that even the High Priest was 
permitted to enter but once a year (on the 
Day of Atonement) polluted by a beast of 
prey? True,” Akiba replied, I witness the 
fulfilment of the divine prophecy: ‘ The foxes 
shall walk upon the mountain of Zion which 
is desolate’ (Lamentations v, 18), and if 
that has been fulfilled then I am fortified in 
mv belief that the other prophecies will :like 
wise come true—the promise of the return of 
the glory to Zion and Israel. 
In His TiMe 
Israel can take comfort from the fact that 
God chooses His own time. “I, the Lord, will 
hasten it in its time.’ The commentators say 


that whereas we would be inclined to put the | 


emphasis on “ hasten,” the important phrase 


is ‘in its time.” If we are patient and trust 


ful we shall find that God's time is always 
the best and most effectivetime. Sometimes 
it may seem long delayed but when the re 
demption comes we marvel at the aptness of 
the time and the method of it. So while we 
have been living for a long time past in a 


Tisha b Av atmosphere we may switch over 


to the Nachtimu mood. sure that the clouds 
will dissolve and the sunshine of salvation 
break forth.
